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Introduction 


CAROLEEN  BECKLEY  (CLARK)  SHEPPARD,  who  devoted  much 
of  her  life  to  compiling  the  descendants  of  Richard  Beckley,  died  in  Los 
Angeles,  California,  September  13,  1941.  In  her  will  Mrs.  Sheppard  left  a 
bequest  of  $4,000  provided  the  Society  publish  her  manuscript  on  the  Beck¬ 
ley  family.  The  bequest  amounted  to  only  fifty  per  cent,  but  through  the 
generosity  of  Dr.  Ralph  R.  Hartley,  the  Society  received  the  full  amount. 

The  war  and  resulting  shortages  in  paper,  cloth  and  labor  have  made 
the  publication  of  this  volume  a  tremendous  task  and  one  which  has  re¬ 
quired  nearly  three  years  to  complete.  It  has  not  been  possible  to  edit 
Mrs.  Sheppard’s  manuscript,  and  in  the  interest  of  securing  publication, 
the  copy  was  sent  to  the  printer  exactly  as  received  from  Mrs.  Sheppard’s 
estate.  Therefore,  the  Society  is  not  responsible  for  any  of  the  genealogical 
information  contained  herein  and  the  index  is  the  only  portion  for  which 
the  Society  is  accountable.  Our  proof  reading  has  endeavored  to  make  this 
publication  conform  with  Mrs.  Sheppard’s  typescript. 

Accompanying  the  manuscript  the  Society  received  a  trunk  filled  with 
supplementary  materials,  diaries,  letters  and  memorabilia.  Although  no 
careful  check  has  been  made,  it  is  assumed  that  all  items  to  which  Mrs. 
Sheppard  refers  as  being  in  her  possession,  are  now  permanently  the  prop¬ 
erty  of  this  Society. 

This  volume  is  published  as  a  memorial  to  Mrs.  Caroleen  Beckley 
Sheppard,  its  compiler.  It  is  a  fitting  monument  to  a  life  spent  in  its  prepa¬ 
ration.  We  should  all  be  grateful  to  the  compiler  who,  though  not  able  to 
publish,  saw  fit  to  entrust  her  labors  to  the  Connecticut  Historical  Society 
for  posthumous  publication.  The  Society  offers  necessary  proof  readers, 
indexers  and  distributional  facilities  to  any  compiler  or  author  who  wishes 
to  assure  publication  of  his  work  by  bequest  of  funds  sufficient  to  cover 
printing  costs.  We  are  always  happy  to  fulfill  such  bequests.  It  so  often 
happens  that  the  products  of  long  research  descend  to  uninterested  per¬ 
sons,  become  buried  in  an  institution  or  are  lost.  Is  it  not  worth  considera¬ 
tion  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements  now  to  insure  future  publication?

I  ROGER  D1VRY,  Lord  of  Beckley,  was  the  sworn  brother  in  arms  of 
Robert  d’Oiley  &  shared  “Honours”  with  him  in  which  Yaranton  was  in¬ 
cluded.  “The  History  of  Yaranton  begins  60  years  before  the  Norman  Con¬ 
quest.  when  Aylmer,  Earl  of  Cornwall,  endowed  his  new  foundation,  the 
Benedictine  Abbey  of  Ensham,  with  lands  in  Erdington  (now  Yarrington).” 
After  two  generations  the  Honour  of  Ivry,  with  a  change  of  owners,  changed 
its  name  and  became  the  Honour  of  St.  Wallery.  Roger  de  Beckley  trans¬ 
ferred  40  acres  of  land  in  Mireford,  bordering  on  the  King’s  Wood,  to  Regi¬ 
nald  de  S.  Walery  1170,  15,  16  King  Henry  II  ( Parochial  Antiquities ,  Coun¬ 
ties  of  Oxford  b-  Buckingham ,  Vol.  1,  p.  174.)

(In  Vol.  2  p.  207  of  the  Sussex  Archaeological  Society ,  is  the 
following. )  “The  Beckley  Iron  Works  were  situated  near  the  Road  leading  to 
Brede.  The  cannon  &  chimney-backs  made  here  were  principally  exported 
from  Rye.  From  the  information  of  W.  Holloway  Esq.  it  appears  that  a  per¬ 
son  living  in  1878,  age  74,  perfectly  remembers  having  seen  when  a  boy,  the 
hammer  and  bellows  of  Beckley  furnace  only  remaining.” 


“RICHARD  BECKLEY,  born  1618,  the  first  settler  of  Beckley  Quarter, 
Wethersfield,  Connecticut,  and  the  son  of  John  &  Mary  (Elliot)  Beckley, 
is  first  heard  of  in  New  Haven,  Conn.,  5th  Feb.  1639,  where  he  was  ap¬ 
pointed  on  a  commission.” 


This  is  copy,  made  in  1929,  of  a  portion  of  a  record  made  by  a  pro¬ 
fessional  genealogist,  who  did  not  sign  his  name,  for  Welcome  Lewis 
Beckley  before  1928.

and  not  even  date  of  her  death  has  been  found  in  Wethersfield  records.  She 
survived  Richard.

Benjamin  Beckley,  born  in  New  Haven,  was  taken  by  his  father  when  a 
boy  about  ten  years  of  age  to  Wethersfield  Ct.  and  spent  his  life  there  as  a 
farmer.  Marrying  twice  he  had  three  children  in  first  marriage  and  two  in 
second. 

Benjamin  signed  his  Will,  June  28,  1728  which  was  exhibited  and  approved  in 
Court  June  1,  1736. 

Witnesses,  Nathaniel  Burnham,  Joseph  Flower,  Henry  Hills. 

He  gave  one  half  his  land  and  estate  to  each  of  his  sons,  John  and  Benjamin, 
they  to  care  for  his  loving  wife  while  she  remained  his  relict,  and  to  pay  five 
shillings  to  his  daughter,  Martha  Hart.  “All  my  remaining  movables  or  personal 
estate  to  be  divided  equally  after  the  decease  of  my  wife”  to  my  younger  daugh¬ 
ters  Miriam  and  Hannah.  (These  were  the  daughters  of  Miriam,  his  second 
wife.)  * 

Administration  upon  the  estate  of  Miriam  Beckley,  late  of  Wethersfield  (the 
above  widow)  was  granted  to  John  Beckley,  Sept.  13,  1742. 

*  “Eldest  son  John  Beckley  the  house  he  now  lives  in,  with  %  of  all  my  land” 
“to  my  other  son  Benjamin  Beckley  the  house  I  now  five  in  and  barn  and  the 
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other  half  of  all  my  land”  “my  daughter  Martha  Hart  over  -  -  -  what  I  have 
already  given  her  5  shillings.”

NATHANIEL,  youngest  of  three  sons  of  Sergt.  RICHARD  BECKLEY,  was 
born  in  New  Haven  Ct.  and  taken  to  Wethersfield  Ct.  when  about  eight  years 
of  age.  Apparently  his  entire  life  thereafter  was  spent  in  the  home  in  Beckley 
Quarter  built  about  1660  by  his  father,  which  he  inherited  in  1690.  He  was 
executor  of  his  father’s  estate  and  was  to  care  for  his  mother. 

He  remained  a  bachelor  until  forty  but  three  years  after  death  of  his  father 
he  married,  and  had  two  sons  and  a  daughter  before  his  own  death  when  forty- 
five.  His  widow  married  Thomas  Morton  and  probably  remained  in  the  Beckley 
house  inherited  by  her  sons.  As  adults  the  sons  were  certainly  residents  of 
Beckley  Quarter. 

Possibly  Sergt.  Richard  Beckley’s  sons  did  agree  upon  the  division  of  his 
310  acres  but  failed  to  record  it,  or  they  may  have  preferred  working  all  land 
together  until  early  deaths  of  the  executor  and  his  elder  brother  John,  leaving 
young  children  as  heirs  complicated  settlement  until  1701  when  Court  record 
was  made. 

Apparently  the  three  brothers  held  all  the  land  to  pass  to  their  sons  but  in 
that  third  generation  there  were  five  sons  so  the  land  of  Benjamin  and  Nathaniel 
was  split  into  four  parts  and  eventually  there  were  many  real  estate  transactions 
recorded.  The  homestead,  where  three  houses  were  built  on  the  same  site, 
passed  from  father  to  son  through  nine  generations  in  direct  line  from  Nathaniel 
until  1917.  After  death  of  Norman  Lewis  Beckley  the  last  resident  owner  the 
property  was  sold  out  of  the  family. 

It  has  not  been  determined  where  the  members  of  the  first  three  generations 
were  buried,  as  the  cemetery  around  the  Wethersfield  Church  has  no  stones 
for  any  of  them  and  conditions  of  roads  make  it  improbable  they  were  taken 
any  distance  from  their  home.  The  cemetery  at  Beckley  Quarter  opened  1760 
was  first  used  for  a  member  of  the  fourth  generation.

Administration  was  granted  to  the  relict  and  her  uncle  Ebenezer  Deming 
on  estate  of  Nathaniel  Beckley  of  Wethersfield.  Inventory  presented 

same  date,  200/09/00  Children  Daniel  ae.  4,  Joseph  ae.  2/2  and  Mary  ae.  1  year. 

In  1716  the  estate  was  divided  1/3  part  of  housing  and  land  allowed  to  the 
widow,  then  Comfort  Morton,  during  her  life  and  personal  estate  hers  forever. 
Remainder  of  the  estate  was  divided  among  the  three  children,  Daniel  85/11/00, 
Joseph  42/15/06,  Mary  42/15/06.  Apr.  2  1728  a  private  agreement  was  made 
between  them  and  their  mother  Comfort  Morton  and  her  husband  Thomas 
Morton.

Lieut.  Joseph  Beckley  built  a  large  red  painted  house  on  the  opposite  side 
of  the  road  from  his  grandfather’s  homestead  which  he  used  not  only  as  his 
home  but  as  a  tavern  for  which  he  was  licensed  1733  and  later,  and  possibly 
earlier,  as  he  was  married  in  1723.  A  historian  in  later  years  said  the  house  was 
maintained  as  a  tavern  for  seventy-eight  years  by  him  and  by  descendants 
of  Joseph  Beckley,  an  important  Inn  between  Hartford  and  New  Haven.  It 
cannot  have  been  the  first  tavern  between  the  cities  because  his  grandfather 
Sergt.  Richard  Beckley  had  been  licensed  “to  keep  public  house  for  entertain¬ 
ment  of  travelers”  Sept.  1,  1681.  The  decaying  house  was  torn  down  by  Nor¬ 
man  Lewis  Beckley  of  the  eighth  generation,  last  resident  on  the  original  home¬ 
stead  property.  A  very  beautiful  elm  tree  stood  for  well  over  one  hundred  years 
in  front  of  the  tavern  but  was  destroyed  during  a  heavy  thunder-storm  early 
in  the  twentieth  century.  Another  tree  was  later  planted  on  the  same  spot.

The  list  of  children  for  Mary  Beckley  and  Thomas  Hopkins  was  found  in  Hart¬ 
ford  Vital  Records,  but  additions  to  their  fuller  record  for  marriages  has  been 
taken  from  John  Hopkins  and  some  of  his  Descendants  by  Timothy  Hopkins 
1931.  In  that  a  curious  mistake  was  made  in  allotting  the  son  Thomas  to  Stephen’s 
second  wife  while  in  the  article  of  p.  41  about  Thomas  he  plainly  shows  he 
was  grandson  of  Lieut.  Thomas  Judd  of  Waterbury,  therefore  must  have  been 
child  of  Sarah  Judd  the  first  wife.  She  d.  1693,  and  a  son  is  recorded  to  her 
that  year  as  Ebenezer  of  whom  nothing  more  is  known  as  he  was  not  mentioned 
in  will  of  his  father.  I  surmise  that  after  the  death  of  the  mother  the  infant  was 
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taken  by  his  Judd  grandparents  and  the  name  Ebenezer  changed  to  Thomas 

That  would  account  for  the  fact  that  no  birth  date  has  been  found  for  “Thomas”

The  property  of  Benjamin  Beckley  No.  13  father  of  Theodore  Beckley  is 
largely  shown  in  the  article  giving  settlement  of  his  estate  so  not  repeated  here.

JOSEPH  BECKLEY,  second  son  of  MARY  JUDD  and  JOSEPH  BECKLEY, 
was  probably  born  in  the  “tavern”  built  and  maintained  by  his  father  in  Beckley 
Quarter— but  one  of  a  large  family  he  early  left  home  going  to  Canaan  Ct.  Before 
he  was  twenty  he  married  there  Pede  Hancock  whose  father  had  also  gone  from 
Hartford  Co.,  to  Canaan,  but  Joseph  Beckley  was  still  called  “of  Wethersfield” 
when  May  15,  1749  Jeremiah  Lawrence  deeded  land  to  Joseph  Beckley  of 
Wethersfield.

RICHARD  BECKLEY,  first  son  of  ABRAHAM  BECKLEY  of  Beckley  Quar¬ 
ter,  Wethersfield  Ct.  was  probably  still  unmarried  when  his  father  died  in  1784, 
although  the  exact  record  of  his  marriage  to  Susanna  Wilcox  of  Middletown 
Ct.  remains  to  be  found.  It  was  probably  1785  and  they  had  seven  children 
born  in  Wethersfield  Ct.  or  Middletown  from  1786  through  1799.  The  history 
of  Winchester  Ct.  shows  him  in  list  of  inhabitants  in  1801,  in  which  town  he 
died  in  1841.  “He  lived  and  died  on  the  cross  roads,  or  lane,  north  of  Little 
Pond”  in  the  house  which  was  occupied  in  1873  by  his  youngest  child,  Daniel, 
born  in  1803.

SELAH  BECKLEY,  second  son  of  Capt.  ELIAS  BECKLEY,  remained  in 
Wethersfield  Ct.  until  after  the  birth  of  his  eleven  children,  then  removed  to 
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Stow  Ohio,  possibly  1810  or  thereabouts,  or  after  February  1817. 

Selah  was  a  member  of  Christ  Episcopal  Church  of  Wethersfield,  Nov.  13, 
1797;  one  of  choristers  1799,  1803,  1804;  called  “Captain”  in  Apr.  1808;  clerk 
frequently,  very  active  to  1809.  Tax  collector  Worthington  Apr.  15,  1803;  mem¬ 
ber  Harmony  Lodge  of  Masons. 

His  real  estate  records  do  not  show  in  Wethersfield  but  undoubtedly  in  an¬ 
other  section  for  he  did  not  remain  in  his  father’s  home  and  possibly  was  not  a 
farmer  but  engaged  in  business  as  better  support  for  his  large  family  and  may 
even  have  had  earlier  connections  in  Ohio  as  on  May  2,  1809  he  petitioned  in 
bankruptcy  with  creditors  outside  Connecticut.  Probably  help  from  his  father 
at  this  time  accounted  for  the  small  legacy  in  1816.

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ELIAS  1735-1816,  married  LOIS  PARSONS,  lived  in  Beckley  Quarter  on 
the  hill  across  the  river  from  the  old  Sergt.  Richard  Beckley  home. 

Of  his  three  sons,  the  youngest  Sylvester  appears  to  have  lived  there  and 
remained  in  that  home  after  the  death  of  the  father  (1816)  until  his  own  death 
in  1821.  Sylvester  was  a  victim  of  Consumption.  He  had  married  Hannah  Moody, 
daughter  of  a  clergyman  and  their  children  seem  to  have  been  gifted  the  elder 
daughter  Adelia  writing  poetry  while  still  a  girl,  and  leaving  a  beautifully  writ¬ 
ten  diary  covering  the  period  1834-1861;  one  son  William  was  musical  and 
played  the  flute  very  sweetly  and  the  youngest  son  and  child  Emilius  was 
an  artist  who  taught  drawing  and  left  many  pictures  of  his  own  work. 

Mrs.  Hannah  Beckley  widow  of  Sylvester,  requested  appointment  of  Elias 
Beckley  brother  of  Sylvester,  and  Luther  Beckley  as  executors  in  January  1822. 
As  her  surviving  sons  were  little  boys  and  her  second  daughter  Louisa  L.  was 
married  in  November  of  1823  Mrs.  Beckley  felt  unable  to  continue  care  of  the 
farm  so  all  property  excepting  her  “widow  rights”  was  sold,  the  home  lot  and 
buildings  to  Allen  Beckley  for  $650.00  The  Kelsey  lot  and  a  ledge  lot  to  Lemuel 
Hubbard,  one  ledge  lot  being  kept  for  the  widow;  the  mountain  lot  sold  to  Orin 
Beckley.  The  family  moved  into  “the  village”  of  Berlin  and  there  in  April  1825 
the  first  daughter  Adelia  M.  married  Lysis  Lamb.  He  was  in  business  with 
Linus  Porter  husband  of  Louisa  L.  but  in  July  of  1825  Mr.  Porter  died  and  the 
home  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lamb  was  opened  to  the  widow  and  her  infant  daughter, 
to  Mrs.  Beckley  and  her  three  boys,  and  at  sometime  after  1833  when  Lysis 
Lamb  s  father  died  they  brought  in  the  second  wife  and  young  children  of 
James  Lamb,  making  a  good  round  number  in  the  home.  Mr.  Lamb  manufac¬ 
tured  tinware  for  many  years  so  “journeymen”  were  also  included  in  the  home. 

In  time  the  group  scattered,  Mrs.  Beckley,  deeply  mourned  by  her  daughter, 
died  in  1838  after  a  short  sickness;  Mrs.  Louisa  Porter  had  previously  gone  to 
Brattleboro  to  care  for  motherless  children  of  her  sister-in-law  and  there  mar¬ 
ried  in  1837  Ashbel  Dickinson.  She  died  in  Vermont  in  1860  leaving  two  daugh¬ 
ters  and  one  son. 

Of  the  three  sons  of  Sylvester  Beckley  who  survived  him  one  died  in  1828 
at  the  age  of  eleven,  but  William  and  Emilius  married  and  each  had  one  daugh¬ 
ter  but  no  son,  so  the  name  died  out  in  that  line.  Mrs.  Lamb  had  no  children 
and  the  daughter  of  Emilius  was  also  childless.  The  daughter  of  William  Beckley 
had  one  child,  a  son,  who  became  an  invalid  in  youth  and  did  not  marry  so 
there  are  descendants  only  through  the  daughter  Louisa. 

ADELIA  M.  BECKLEY,  first  child  of  SYLVESTER  and  HANNAH  MOODY 
BECKLEY,  was  born  and  reared  in  the  home  in  Beckley  Quarter  jointly  owned 
and  occupied  by  her  father  and  his  father  Capt.  Elias  Beckley.  Sylvester  out¬ 
lived  his  father  only  a  few  years  and  was  hampered  by  ill  health  from  con¬ 
sumption  so  after  his  death  the  place  was  sold  to  a  grandson  of  Capt.  Elias 
Beckley  and  Mrs.  Sylvester  Beckley  moved  into  “the  village”  of  Berlin  with 
her  family.  There  Adelia  Beckley  married  in  1825  Lysis  Lamb  with  whom  she 
remained  in  Berlin  until  their  home  was  sold  January  1850  to  James  B.  Car¬ 
penter,  brother-in-law  of  Lysis  Lamb,  who  had  been  in  business  of  tinware 
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manufacturing  with  Lysis  Lamb  for  some  years.  Mr.  Lamb  had  been  away  on 
business  much  in  the  latter  years  and  continued  travelling  somewhat  but  Dec. 
3,  1851  he  moved  to  Hopkinton  Mass,  where  he  resided  until  his  death  in  1862. 

The  location  of  their  first  home  in  Berlin  is  not  recorded  but  it  is  surmised 
he  first  rented  the  place  which  he  bought  in  1831  from  James  Guernsey.  That 
land  on  the  Main  Street  of  Berlin  was  described  in  a  sale  in  1800  as  “west  on 
country  road,  north  on  Daniel  Galpin’s  land,  easterly  and  southerly  on  land 
of  George  Hubbard,  Grantor.”  The  1800  sale  was  to  “The  Worthington  Academy 
Company”  and  a  building  was  erected  for  the  first  Academy  in  Berlin.  As  the 
Academy  did  not  flourish  the  property  was  sold  to  James  Guernsey  and  the 
south  upper  floor  known  as  Guernsey’s  Hall  was  used  for  public  gatherings  and 
for  private  schools.  Mr.  Lamb  added  to  the  north  side  of  the  house  a  large  shop 
where  he  made  tinware  and  employed  a  number  of  men.  Mr.  Carpenter  re¬ 
modeled  the  house  and  moved  the  shop  away. 

After  a  temporary  absence  from  Berlin  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lamb  rented  quarters 
for  house-keeping  until  removal  December  1851  to  Massachusetts.  In  Hopkinton 
they  first  lived  at  a  hotel  but  in  February  began  housekeeping  in  a  rented  apart¬ 
ment  and  by  June  13,  1853  were  in  their  “new  home”  probably  their  last  one. 

The  house  in  Berlin  was  large  enough  to  shelter  many  and  received  Adelia’s 
widowed  mother  and  three  little  brothers,  her  widowed  sister  and  infant  daugh¬ 
ter,  Mr.  Lamb’s  widowed  step-mother  and  young  brother,  for  various  periods, 
beside  journeymen  and  houseworkers  to  make  “a  good  round  number.”  Their 
ready  hospitality  was  not  confined  to  the  immediate  members  of  their  families 
but  more  frequent  mention  of  them  was  made  in  Mrs.  Lamb’s  diary. 

Not  having  children  of  her  own  she  lavished  affection  upon  her  nieces  and 
finally  took  for  bringing  up  a  child  of  friends,  Ella  Avery.  Friends  came  and 
went  in  the  home  in  Hopkinton  also  but  not  so  easily  nor  frequently  as  in  the 
Berlin  home. 

Records  of  trips  as  far  south  as  Philadelphia  and  north  to  Brattleboro  Vt., 
east  to  Boston  and  west  into  New  York  State  appear  in  Mrs.  Lamb’s  diary, 
taken  in  a  day  when  travelling  was  slow  and  difficult. 

Ordinarily  healthy  she  began  to  lose  strength  in  1856  and  records  illness 
through  1857  and  1858  also  with  long  months  of  insomnia  until  Autumn  of  1858 
and  in  1859  renewed  health  and  spirits,  but  again  in  March  1861  she  was  very 
ill  and  last  entry  in  her  diary  was  dated  April  4,  1861. 

Mrs.  Lamb  was  fond  of  poetry  and  began  writing  it  and  sentimental  prose, 
when  only  fifteen  but  did  not  seriously  attempt  a  diary  until  Dec.  13,  1834  con¬ 
tinuing  to  April  1861.  At  no  time  was  it  kept  daily,  but  at  shorter  periods  at 
first  than  toward  the  end.  She  was  of  a  deeply  sensitive,  affectionate  and  religious 
nature  as  shown  by  the  writings,  and  much  sorrow  came  into  her  life  so  she 
seems  to  have  been  unable  to  write  after  death  of  her  husband,  if  she  survived 
him. 

Mrs.  Lamb  outlived  all  excepting  one  of  her  father’s  family  that  one  her  be¬ 
loved  brother  Emilius,  an  artist,  to  whom  she  was  more  a  mother  than  a  sister. 
Into  his  keeping  went  her  beautifully  written  diary,  from  him  to  his  widow  and 
then  to  his  daughter.  As  that  line  died  out  with  the  sudden  death  in  1931  of 
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Mrs.  Howlett  the  diary  was  given  in  1933  to  Caroleen  Beckley  (Clark)  Shep¬ 
pard,  a  granddaughter  of  Mrs.  Lamb’s  beloved  “Cousin  Orin  Beckley.”

CHARLES  NOTT 

HANNAH  BECKLEY  NOTT  m.  1775,  inherited  in  1776  through  death  of 
her  father  Zebedee  Beckley  in  the  army,  a  share  in  his  home  property  in  Wethers¬ 
field  Conn,  and  later  after  the  death  of  his  widow  a  portion  of  that  which  came 
to  the  widow.  Sept.  1  1804  she  joined  with  other  heirs  in  selling  her  interest  in 
the  widow’s  portion  to  her  brother  Josiah  Beckley,  who  in  his  turn  sold  the  land 
to  his  nephew  Solomon  Beckley  Jr.  In  spite  of  her  name  appearing  in  the  deed 
of  1804  there  seems  to  have  been  some  question  about  her  sale  for  the  following 
item  appears  in  the  following  record:

BIDWELL 

RHODA  BECKLEY  and  her  husband  ISAAC  BIDWELL,  m.  in  Wethers¬ 
field  Conn.  Dec.  17,  1776.  The  land  records  seen  in  Connecticut  and  Vermont 
indicate  they  may  have  remained  in  Connecticut  after  their  marriage  in  1776 
but  town  not  known,  until  Aug.  1781  when  “of  Wethersfield  Ct.”  they  sold  land 
part  of  it  having  come  to  Rhoda  from  estate  of  her  father  Zebedee  Beckley. 
They  probably  went  to  Vermont  shortly  thereafter  as  in  March  1782  Rhoda  Bid- 
well  of  Claremont  N.  H.  bought  twenty  acres  in  Weathersfield  Vt.  In  1784 
Isaac  Bidwell  of  Weathersfield  also  bought  land  there  but  appears  to  have  re¬ 
turned  to  Connecticut  being  of  Glastonbury  in  Jan.  and  Aug.  1793  and  in  March 
1795  Suffield  Ct.  In  June  1798  he  appears  again  as  of  Weathersfield  Vt.  where 
he  seems  to  have  finally  sold  his  land  in  Jan.  1801  and  gone  north.  They  were 
in  Berlin,  Orange  Co.,  Vt.  not  far  from  Barre,  when  Isaac  Bidwell  June  1801 
bought  two  lots,  100  acres  each,  in  the  second  division  of  land  in  Middlesex, 
Chittenden  Co.  Vt.— No.  45  and  No.  50  which  were  over  near  Middlesex  Center. 
As  the  inventory  of  his  estate  in  1813  shows  only  90  acres,  and  25  acres  of  un¬ 
divided  or  “wild”  land,  it  seems  probable  some  land  had  been  given  or  sold 
to  one  of  his  sons. 

His  Will  was  drawn  Jan.  29,  1813  when  he  was  weak  in  body  but  of  sound 
mind,  apparently  in  his  final  illness  for  it  was  offered  for  probate  June  8,  1813. 
The  fact  that  the  three  men  who  witnessed  the  Will  were  all  of  Weathersfield 
and  a  commission  had  to  be  issued  for  their  testimony  makes  it  seem  possible 
they  were  close  friends  in  former  years  or  relatives.  Witnesses  were  Horace 
Smith,  Christopher  Drew  and  William  Pettigrew.  His  son  Josiah  was  sole  execu¬ 
tor.  At  the  time  the  Will  was  signed  more  counties  had  been  formed  and  Mid- 
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dlesex  was  in  the  Co.  of  Jefferson.  Probate  records  were  not  so  full  in  1813  as 
later  and  the  names  of  all  heirs  are  not  recorded.  By  the  terms  of  the  Will  his 
beloved  wife  Rhoda  was  to  have  1/3  of  the  house,  barn  and  all  real  estate  to¬ 
gether  with  some  mentioned  household  effects,  and  after  her  death  his  seven 
daughters  were  to  receive  five  dollars  each  and  share  equally  with  his  three 
youngest  sons  Josiah,  Elisha  and  Benjamin,  in  the  remainder  of  her  estate  so 
provided.  To  eldest  son  Joseph  he  gave  twenty  five  acres  of  undivided  land 
and  a  colt  (which  suggests  that  Joseph  was  already  provided  for);  to  son  Isaac 
one  hundred  dollars  to  be  “paid  in  good  home  made  full  cloth”  in  two  instal¬ 
ments— six  months  and  a  year  after  death  of  the  devisor;  to  youngest  son  Ben¬ 
jamin  1  colt;— then  as  mentioned  above  “my  three  youngest  sons  Josiah,  Elisha 
and  Benjamin”  and  “my  seven  daughters”  with  not  one  named  in  any  of  the 
papers  seen  in  Montpelier  in  1931. 

A  call  upon  the  Town  Clerk  in  Middlesex  revealed  the  purchase  of  the  land 
but  nothing  more.  Vital  records  were  scattered  through  the  Town  books  as  they 
were  presented  but  were  not  compulsory  nor  complete  and  have  all  been  . copied 
on  cards  and  filed  in  Montpelier  in  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State.  A  study  of 
those  showed  other  men  of  the  name  of  Bidwell  as  there  in  early  days  so  it  is 
difficult  to  determine  which  marriages  shown  were  for  these  sons.  The  deaths 
of  Isaac  and  Rhoda  are  also  lacking.  The  preceding  sheet  shows  the  possibilities.

The  inventory  of  the  estate  of  Isaac  Bidwell  showed 

96  acres  &  buildings  $1150.  Total  cost  of  the  estate  $1797.25 

25  acres  wild  land 

cattle  &  horses,  farming  utensils,  1  sleigh,  1  cutter,  1  cart,  1  gun  &  bayonet,  etc. 
House  furnishings  were  listed  including  the  linens  which  shows  the  women  then 
in  Vt.  could  not  even  “own”  those. 

A  list  of  creditors  of  estate  with  claims  and  amounts  allowed  was  given  among 
whom  I  noted  Josiah  Beckley  $50.00,  Zebedee  Beckley  $3.00  (these  were  broth¬ 
ers  of  Rhoda),  Elisha  Bidwell  $73.83  allowed  $44.47;  Josiah  Bidwell  $619.36  & 
$14.35;  Benjamin  Bidwell  $22.61;  Elisha  Woodbury  $60.91.  Total  amount  due 
creditors  $1005.35;  due  estate  $4.80.

From  records  in  hand  1932  for  ZEBEDEE  BECKLEY  Jr.,  it  is  apparent 
that  his  patriotism  was  duly  deepened  by  the  death  of  his  father  in  battle  in 
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1776  for  he  enlisted  from  Wethersfield  Ct.  in  October  1777,  not  yet  fourteen 
years  old,  and  served  seven  months  as  a  “private.”  Again  in  1778  he  served  two 
months,  not  then  fifteen;  and  in  1781  he  served  three  months  as  shown  in  pen¬ 
sion  records  in  Washington  D.  C. 

His  elder  brother,  Solomon,  had  enlisted  for  the  Lexington  Alarm  in  1775 
when  under  nineteen  and  served  again  in  1776  and  1777,  and  the  descendants 
of  the  brothers  served  in  later  wars. 

As  the  property  of  Zebedee  Sr.  in  Wethersfield  Ct.,  was  retained  by  his  heirs 
it  is  assumed  his  eight  children  with  the  widow  Hannah  Beckley  resided  there 
and  Solomon  the  first  son  seems  to  have  been  content  to  spend  his  life  there, 
but  the  two  younger  boys  early  left  the  town.  Zebedee  was  apparently  of  Goshen 
Ct.  in  1778  when  enlisted  from  there  and  went  to  Weathersfield  Vt.  probably 
in  1787.  He  was  still  of  Wethersfield  Ct.  Dec.  1786  when  he  purchased  13  acres 
of  land  in  Weathersfield  Vt.  and  possibly  went  there  in  1787  to  reside  although 
not  then  married.  At  least  one  of  his  sisters  Rhoda  and  her  husband  Isaac  Bid- 
well,  had  already  purchased  land  there.  He  returned  when  twenty  five  to  the 
Connecticut  home  for  his  marriage  in  1789  to  Elizabeth  Belding  who  probably 
lived  thereafter  with  him  in  Vermont.  Although  the  death  of  a  daughter  in  1796 
is  recorded  in  Bristol  Ct.,  possibly  the  child  was  visiting  in  that  town.  Land 
records  in  Weathersfield  Vt.  indicate  residence  there  to  May  of  1801  when  he 
probably  sold  the  last  of  his  land  and  moved  still  farther  north  buying  land  in 
Barre,  Orange  Co.,  Vt.  1801,  from  Mordecai  Farnum  (Vol.  2  pp.  110-111)  and 
a  lot  from  James  Bodwell,  (Vol.  1  p.  112)  or*  Beckley  Hill.  They  remained  there 
each  passing  87th  birthday.  Of  their  five  sons,  four  remained  in  Vermont,  one 
moved  to  Michigan. 

For  fuller  account  of  their  lives  see  accompanying  information  written  by 
descendants. 

Zebedee  Beckley  signed  his  Will,  Barre  Vt.  March  29  1831— he  d.  1851.— He 
left  all  furniture  and  a  good  living  for  his  wife  Elizabeth  Beckley  from  residue 
left  to  his  two  youngest  sons,  Oran  and  Luther.  His  eldest  s.  Horace,  received 
$80.00;  second  s.  Oramel  $200.00;  third  s.  Samuel  $100.00;  fourth  s.  Oran,  land, 
and  fifth  s.  Luther,  land;  to  sons  Horace,  Oramel,  Oran  and  Luther,  half  of  a 
saw-mill  on  Oman  River  in  Berlin,  Wash.  Co.  Vt.,  purchase  of  which  has  not 
been  indicated  in  the  real  estate  records.

I  have  to  advise  you  from  the  papers  in  the  Revolutionary  War  pension  claim 
W.  15579,  it  appears  that  Zebedee  Beckley  was  born  in  December  1753  or  1763 
in  Wethersfield,  Connecticut. 

While  residing  in  said  Wethersfield,  he  enlisted  in  October  1777  and  served 
seven  months  as  a  private  in  Captain  Savage’s  Company,  Colonel  Sherburne’s 
Continental  Regiment. 

While  residing  in  Goshen,  Connecticut,  he  enlisted  in  August  1778  and  served 
two  months  in  Captain  Ensign’s  Company,  Colonel  Moses’  Connecticut  Regi¬ 
ment;  and  from  August  1781  served  three  months  in  Captain  Griffin’s  Company, 
Colonel  Jackson’s  Connecticut  Regiment. 

He  was  allowed  pension  on  his  application  executed  August  7,  1832,  while 
a  resident  of  Barre,  Washington  County,  Vermont.  He  died  there  February  5, 
1851. 
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Soldier  married  February  8,  1789  at  Berlin,  Hartford  County,  Connecticut, 
Elizabeth  Belden  or  Belding  who  was  born  May  1,  1770.  She  was  allowed  pen¬ 
sion  on  her  application  executed  April  3,  1854,  while  a  resident  of  Barre,  Ver¬ 
mont. 

There  is  no  further  data  on  file  as  to  family.

NOTES  ON  THE  FAMILY  HISTORY  OF  ZEBEDEE  BECKLEY 
COMPILED  BY  LUTHER  D.  BECKLEY 
FROM  STATEMENTS  MADE  BY  MRS.  DAVID  BOLES. 

ZEBEDEE  BECKLEY  served  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  The  first  years  of 
their  married  life,  they  made  their  home  in  Weathersfield  Vermont,  at  the  foot  of 
Ascutney  mountain,  where  they  built  a  log  house,  and  a  shanty  for  their  own 
cow  and  pig.  He  cleared  land.  The  three  oldest  boys  were  born  there. 

Between  1796  and  1800  they  moved  to  the  northeast  corner  of  Barre,  where 
the  two  youngest  boys  were  born.  About  1803  the  smallpox  broke  out  in  this 
vicinity,  their  house  being  taken  as  a  pest  house.  Zebedee  and  his  wife  both 
having  had  the  disease  in  their  young  days.  Their  four  boys  all  had  the  disease 
at  this  time.  In  1809  their  youngest  son  was  born.  He  lived  and  died  on  the 
old  place  where  his  father  and  mother  also  died. 

Each  of  the  sons  married  and  took  their  wives  home  and  lived  until  the  next 
was  married  when  their  father  would  help  them  to  a  farm  adjoining  his  land 
and  build  them  a  home.  The  older  children  of  each  were  born  on  the  old 
homestead.  I  well  remember  hearing  my  grandparents  tell  of  the  bears,  cata¬ 
mounts  and  other  wild  animals  that  used  to  come  down  off  Ascutney  mountain 
and  trouble  them  very  much,  trying  to  get  their  cow  and  pig.  Grandmother 
used  to  say  she  had  lain  awake  many  a  night  and  heard  them  scratching  the 
roof  of  the  shed  where  they  kept  their  sheep.  It  was  a  log  shanty  built  against 
the  house.  When  I  was  a  child  there  were  four  of  the  five  sons  that  lived  on 
farms  adjoining  on  Beckley  Hill.  My  father  being  the  youngest  lived  at  home 
with  his  parents,  Uncle  Oran  on  the  next  farm  and  Uncle  Horace  next  then 
Uncle  Samuel.  They  used  to  have  a  four  horse  team  and  all  go  to  church  in 
one  wagon.  Uncle  Oran  being  quite  a  horseman  was  always  driver.  They  were 
all  old  fashioned  Methodists.  Grandmother’s  house  was  always  the  home  of  the 
circuit  rider  in  the  early  days  of  Methodism.  Beckleys  were  always  prominent 
in  the  Methodist  Church  in  Barre,  and  used  two  pews  in  the  church  in  Mont¬ 
pelier  where  they  occasionally  attended. 

A  soldier  of  the  Revolutionary  War,  Zebidee  Beckley  and  his  wife  Elizabeth 
Belden,  formerly  from  Wethersfield  Connecticut,  moved  with  their  four  sons: 
Horace,  Charnel,  Samuel  and  Oran,  who  was  an  infant  at  the  time,  the  mother 

carrying  him  on  horseback  in  her  arms,  from  Weathersfield  Vermont  to  Barre 
in  1803. 
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They  settled  on  the  northwest  comer  lot  where  their  fifth  son  Luther  was 
born  in  1809,  Jan.  12th.  On  this  farm  they  spent  their  lives  both  reaching  the 
age  of  eighty  seven.  Each  of  the  sons  in  their  turn  married  and  took  their  wives 
to  the  home  of  their  father,  remaining  there  until  another  son  married  when  with 
their  father  s  help  they  would  move  to  a  farm  adjoining.  So  they  settled  until  the 
last  son,  Luther,  was  married.  He  always  lived  on  the  old  farm  and  died  there 
aged  67  years.  All  of  the  five  sons  of  Zebidee  died  within  two  years,  Horace  85, 
Oramel  and  Samuel  over  80  and  Oran  over  74  years  old. 

Zebidee  Beckley  was  a  Revolutionary  soldier  and  his  sons  Horace  and  Oramel 
were  teamsters  in  the  war  of  1812. 


Solomon  was  a  noted  singer  and  teacher  of  vocal  music,  he  studied  law  with 
Newall  Kinsman  of  Barre. 


George  resided  on  the  farm  where  his  father  died  until  he  moved  to  Barre 
City. 

Oramel  carried  on  the  business  of  a  butcher  in  Montpelier  for  a  few  years 
and  finally  moved  to  Ann  Arbor  Mich,  continuing  in  the  same  business  until 
aged  and  died  there. 

Samuel  Beckley  married  Roxa  Colby.  After  living  on  Beckley  Hill  several 
years  he  moved  to  Calais  then  to  East  Montpelier  and  finally  to  Sycamore  Ill. 
where  he  died.  Norman  was  a  prominent  railroad  manager  for  several  years, 
living  in  Elkhart  Ind. 

Oran  always  lived  on  the  farm  adjoining  his  father’s  and  died  there. 

John  L.  lived  on  a  farm  on  Beckley  Hill  until  he  moved  to  Barre  City. 

Fred  D.  lived  on  the  old  Beckley  farm  until  he  moved  to  6  Park  Street, 
Barre  Vt.  in  1895. 

EXTRACT  FROM  LETTER  BY  MRS.  VIENNA  L.  BOLES  TO  LUTHER  D. 

BECKLEY ,  DATED  MARCH  27 ,  1915 

When  I  was  a  child  four  of  the  five  sons  of  Zebidee  lived  on  farms  adjoining. 
Luther,  the  youngest,  on  the  old  farm  with  his  father,  Oran  on  the  farm  at  the 
top  of  the  hill  east  of  the  home  place  (now  owned  by  Lepage).  Plorace  on  the 
next  farm  east  where  the  old  house  now  stands.  (Morehouse  now  lives  there.) 
Brother  John  Beckley  bought  25  acres  that  joined  his  farm  on  the  north  but 
finally  sold  it  again.  John  Beckley  lived  on  what  was  known  originally  as  the 
Dodge  place.  He  was  the  only  Beckley  that  ever  lived  on  that  farm. 

Sometime  about  1860  Horace  bought  the  farm  where  his  son  George  I.,  lived 
until  he  moved  to  Barre  City.  The  farm  where  Horace  lived  and  where  his  chil¬ 
dren  were  born  with  the  exception  of  the  oldest  which  may  have  been  born 
on  the  old  farm,  as  each  of  the  sons  of  Zebidee  when  married  took  their  wives 
to  live  at  the  old  Beckley  home  until  the  next  one  was  married,  has  been  divided. 
A  part  now  owned  by  the  Lepage  family  and  a  part  by  the  Dix  family. 

Continuing  east  to  the  fork  in  the  road  at  the  top  of  the  hill,  one  branch 
goes  to  the  Willard  and  Dix  places  in  the  valley  and  the  other  branch  turn- 
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ing  south.  Just  above  this  fork  in  the  road  where  same  turns  to  go  to  Beckley 
Hill  and  on  the  left  hand  side  is  where  Samuel  Beckley  lived.  I  remember  very 
well  when  the  family  lived  there.  It  must  have  been  in  the  forties  as  it  was 
when  I  commenced  going  to  school,  as  I  used  to  go  up  to  uncle  Oran’s  and  he 
usually  went  with  a  team  taking  his  children  and  some  from  uncle  Horace’s 
and  then  Martha  and  Mary  of  uncle  Samuel’s  girls.  I  do  not  remember  so  much 
about  the  boys.  I  think  perhaps  they  were  so  much  older  than  I  that  they  had 
finished  school  before  I  commenced.  I  remember  Mason  as  a  tall  slim  fellow 
and  lighter  complectioned  than  Norman  and  Julius.  He  worked  on  the  farm 
for  my  father  at  one  time  when  I  was  a  small  girl. 

I  do  not  remember  seeing  him  as  much  as  Norman  and  Julius.  I  remember 
uncle  Samuel’s  folks  living  on  a  farm  in  East  Montpelier.  They  had  a  good  many 
tame  cherries  and  we  always  intended  to  go  and  see  them  in  cherry  time.  Later 
Norman  bought  a  small  farm  near  the  one  where  uncle  Samuel  lived  in  East 
Montpelier  and  later  still  Uncle  Samuel  and  wife  lived  there  as  the  house 
where  they  were  living  was  old  and  in  poor  condition.  Norman  and  his  wife 
lived  there  only  a  short  time.  There  has  been  no  buildings  on  the  place  where 
Uncle  Samuel  lived  on  Beckley  Hill  for  a  great  many  years.  The  land  where 
the  buildings  stood  is  now  owned  by  the  Willards. 

I  remember  uncle  Samuel  and  aunt  Roxa  very  well  and  all  of  the  children. 
In  those  days  my  folks  used  to  invite  all  of  the  Beckley  Families  to  a  Thanks¬ 
giving  dinner.  The  men  would  go  home  and  do  their  farm  chores  and  all  come 
back  for  a  sing  and  an  oyster  supper  in  the  evening.  I  have  known  them  to 
celebrate  three  days  in  one  year.  One  day  at  uncle  Oran’s  and  one  day  at  uncle 
Horace’s  which  would  finish  up  Thanksgiving  week.  The  singing  was  a  great 
feature  of  these  meetings.  I  have  known  as  many  as  forty  or  fifty  to  gather  at 
fathers  on  Thanksgiving  day. 

In  the  evening  they  would  gather  around  two  or  three  tables  which  were 
placed  together  in  the  centre  of  the  room  and  all  would  gather  around  with 
their  singing  books  for  a  good  sing.  Uncle  Horace  was  the  leader  with  his  tuning 
fork.  His  family  were  all  noted  for  their  musical  talent.  Solomon  was  considered 
the  best  singer  and  teacher  of  singing  in  Vermont  at  that  time.

JOSIAH  BECKLEY,  bom  in  Wethersfield  Ct.  was  only  8  years  of  age  when 
his  father,  Zebedee  Beckley,  was  killed  in  War,  1776.  As  the  Widow  Hannah 
Beckley,  supposed  mother  of  the  family,  received  16  acres,  one-half  of  the  farm 
in  Wethersfield  for  life,  it  is  probable  the  younger  children  remained  there  with 
her,  and  Solomon,  the  elder  son,  lived  in  Wethersfield  through  his  life,  but  the 
younger  sons,  Zebedee  and  Josiah,  left  the  town  as  soon  as  they  could  be  self- 
supporting.  They  both  went  to  Weathersfield  Vt.  and  Josiah  remained  there 
apparently  the  rest  of  his  long  life  of  ninety-three  years.  The  place  and  full  date 
of  his  marriage  to  “Molly  Norton”  has  not  been  found  but  was  when  he  was 
only  19  as  he  was  not  quite  20  years  when  Chester  the  first  of  his  fourteen  chil¬ 
dren  was  born.  His  wife  died  twenty-three  years  before  he  did,  but  apparently 
he  did  not  marry  again.  A  letter  written  1855  indicates  he  was  then  living  in 
Ascutneyville  in  Weathersfield  with  his  son  Cyms.  His  first  son,  Chester,  also 
remained  in  Weathersfield,  but  his  other  adult  sons  and  some  of  his  daughters 
eventually  removed  to  Michigan,  mainly  Ann  Arbor.  His  son,  the  Rev.  Guy 
Beckley,  preached  in  Vt.  and  N.  H.  before  going  to  Michigan. 

Josiah  Beckley  was  doubtless  a  farmer  going  in  the  early  days  when  the 
land  was  “wild”  and  stock  had  to  be  protected  from  predatory  animals,  and 
bought  and  sold  land  as  shown  by  many  transactions  partly  copied  hereafter.

ORIN  BECKLEY  first  son  of  ELIAS  BECKLEY  JR.  born  in  the  house  built 
by  his  father  near  that  of  Capt.  Elias  Beckley  and  across  the  road  from  the 
house  built  in  1793  by  Elias  Jr.  in  which  Orin  must  have  grown  up,  was  not 
inclined  for  farming  and  early  started  business  life  although  full  history  is  not 
known  now.  His  first  marriage  was  early  broken  by  death  and  later  through 
a  letter  he  wrote  to  his  parents-in-law,  it  is  known  he  took  a  business  trip  to 
Baltimore  but  probably  he  was  a  merchant  in  Berlin  most  of  the  time.  He  was 
a  clerk  in  the  store  of  Pattison  &  Porter  and  possibly  after  1809  Pattison  &  Peck. 
After  the  dissolution  of  the  latter  firm  he  purchased  the  business,  Chauncey 
Shipman  associated  with  him  from  1823,  probably  always  maintained  in  the 
same  spot  on  the  Main  Street  of  Berlin. 

In  1812  he  again  married,  the  daughter  of  Mr.  Pattison.  Their  home  was  a 
brick  house  near  the  store  with  attractive  grounds  sloping  down  at  the  back. 
The  history  of  the  house  is  not  fully  determined  but  many  details  indicate  it 
must  be  quite  old,  altered  several  times  and  still  in  good  condition  in  1934, 
occupied  by  the  present  owner.  For  purchase  of  this  place  see  following  real 
estate  records. 

By  1828  a  heart  ailment  compelled  Orin  Beckley’s  partial  withdrawal  from 
business  and  two  clerks  who  had  been  with  him  some  years  conducted  it  for 
him  until  he  withdrew  entirely  1830  and  sold  the  business,  the  place  Oct.  3, 
1833,  to  James  M.  Plumb  who  had  been  his  clerk  many  years,  removing  to 
Hart  Street  to  occupy  the  Shubael  Pattison  place  and  help  his  wife  care  for 
her  widowed  mother.  There  he  died  after  an  illness  of  a  week  or  two,  not 
supposed  serious,  when  but  fifty-two.  He  was  a  blonde  with  gentle  loving  dis¬ 
position,  a  friend  to  the  widowed  and  fatherless,  much  loved  by  his  associates. 
In  early  manhood  he  was  connected  with  Christ  Episcopal  Church  of  Middle- 
town  possibly  influenced  by  his  first  wife,  but  later  became  interested  in  the 
Universalist  Denomination  and  was  actively  concerned  in  construction  of  their 
church  building  which  was  built  in  1831  and  in  which  his  funeral  was  con¬ 
ducted  by  Rev.  Mr.  Stickney.  It  has  been  recorded  that  roads  were  closed  by 
heavy  snow  and  the  carriages  driven  across  lots,  for  the  burial  in  the  cemetery 
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by  the  bridge.  An  account  of  his  death  and  funeral  was  written  in  a  diary  then 
kept  by  a  resident  of  Berlin. 

His  widow  with  her  mother  remained  in  the  Pattison  home  until  1846  when 
Mrs.  Pattison  was  taken  to  Buffalo  where  later  that  year  she  died  in  the  home 
of  her  son-in-law  Dr.  Caleb  Austin.  Mrs.  Orin  Beckley  and  her  youngest  daugh¬ 
ter  continued  in  that  home  until  death  released  Mrs.  Beckley  in  1847,  after  a 
year  of  illness  from  paralysis.  The  house  was  sold  in  May  1848,  the  contents 
mostly  sold  at  auction  and  the  young  daughter  went  to  her  sister  in  a  neighbor¬ 
ing  town. 

The  only  son,  Lyman,  who  had  been  in  business  in  Ohio  returned  home  at 
his  mother’s  request  shortly  before  her  death  and  remained  in  Berlin  or  New 
Britain  but  died  early  leaving  only  daughters,  so  again  a  Beckley  man  had  no 
Beckley  grandsons,  his  descendants  only  through  daughters  and  none  remain¬ 
ing  in  the  home  town. 

Only  the  two  little  girls  of  Orin  and  Harriet  his  wife  were  buried  with  them 
in  the  Cemetery  by  the  Bridge  but  their  son  and  two  younger  daughters  were 
laid  in  Fairview  Cemetery  in  New  Britain.  Julia,  first  wife  of  Orin  Beckley,  and 
their  infant  son  were  in  the  Beckley  Cemetery  in  Beckley  Quarter,  by  her  parents.

This  was  the  year  in  which  Orin  became  of  age  and  married  his  first  wife, 
so  it  seems  probable  that  he  resided  there  the  three  years  of  his  first  marriage. 

The  records  indexed  in  Wethersfield  have  not  been  examined  fully,  nor  the 
settlement  of  estate  of  the  father  in  1828/29.  Orin  may  have  lived  in  Beckley 
Quarter  with  his  first  wife  1805-1808  but  probably  never  thereafter.  His  location 
even  after  marriage  in  1812  is  not  known  but  at  some  time  he  occupied  the 
house  on  Main  Street,  Berlin,  which  he  purchased  from  Shubael  Pattison.  Pos¬ 
sibly  first  in  another  house  as  shown.

A  heart  ailment  began  about  1825  so  serious  by  December  1826  that  “Dr. 
Tod’’  was  called  in;  he  recommended  travelling.  By  March  1,  1827  Orin  Beckley 
so  arranged  his  business  cares  that  he  could  be  free  and  took  some  short  trips 
and  in  that  Summer  he  and  his  wife,  travelling  mainly  by  water,  spent  a  couple 
of  months  in  Boston,  Mass.,  Kennebunkport  and  Portland  Me.  Good  result  en¬ 
abled  him  to  resume  some  of  his  duties  by  November  but  continuing  weakness 
compelled  sale  of  his  stock  of  goods  to  Plumb  &  Deming  in  March  of  1830  and 
renting  his  store  for  five  years  ended  his  business  life. 

At  his  death  in  1836  his  estate  was  inventoried  $11,952.28.

Only  one 
daughter  and  one  son  surviving  the  mother,  married,  and  two  children  of  the 
son  Henry  Lyman  Porter  married  and  gave  descendants  to  the  fourth  generation. 

Mrs.  Porters  daughter  Caroline  Elizabeth,  remained  in  the  Beckley  Quarter 
home  until  she  and  her  second  husband  sold  the  place  and  moved  to  Windsor 
Ct.  although  her  widowhood  of  nearly  five  years  was  spent  in  the  home  of  her 
brother  in  Berlin. 

Henry  L.  Porter  was  a  business  man  and  postmaster  many  years  in  Berlin 
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until  age  and  illness  compelled  retirement.  He  also  rendered  service  in  Civil 
War.

LOUISA  L.  BECKLEY,  second  daughter  of  SYLVESTER  BECKLEY,  bom 
and  brought  up  in  the  Beckley  Quarter  home  of  her  grandfather  and  father, 
married  Linus  Porter  in  1823  and  lived  with  him  in  the  village  of  Berlin  where 
he  was  a  partner  of  Lysis  Lamb  in  the  manufacture  of  tinware.  Death  ended 
their  happiness  in  1825  and  she  took  her  infant  daughter  into  the  home  of  her 
sister  Mrs.  Lysis  Lamb  where  Fidelia  the  first  of  her  generation  was  greatly 
beloved  and  in  later  years  visits  from  her  were  joyfully  recorded. 

Fidelia  Porter  married  when  only  nineteen  and  apparently  lived  in  Hartford 
Ct.  before  moving  to  Brooklyn  with  Mr.  Burt  where  the  remainder  of  her  life 
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was  spent.  She  had  sons,  and  one  daughter  with  whom  Mr.  Burt  spent  his  latter 
days  in  Denver. 

When  Mrs.  Porter  heeded  the  call  of  duty  to  Brattleboro  Vt.  to  care  for 
motherless  children  of  her  sister-in-law  Mrs.  Ashbel  Dickinson,  she  had  her 
daughter  Fidelia  with  her  who  grew  up  in  that  city. 

In  1837  Louisa  Beckley  Porter  married  Mr.  Dickinson  and  completed  her 
life  in  Brattleboro  save  for  an  interim  of  a  few  years  in  New  Britain  Ct.  Eighteen 
years  after  the  birth  of  Fidelia,  a  second  daughter  came,  Lucy  Marian  Dickin¬ 
son,  and  in  1846  a  son  who  was  the  only  male  in  his  generation  of  the  Beckley 
family. 

Mrs.  Dickinson  appears  to  have  been  of  the  same  gentle  affectionate  nature 
as  the  others  of  her  family.  Pier  health  was  frail  for  many  years  but  she  attained 
the  age  of  fifty-seven  before  an  acute  short  illness  ended  her  patient  life.  She 
was  buried  on  a  hillside  in  the  Dickinson  lot  in  Brattleboro.

WILLIAM  SYLVESTER,  son  of  SYLVESTER  BECKLEY,  was  still  a  child 
when  he  lost  his  father  and  was  taken  from  the  home  of  his  birth  in  Beckley 
Quarter  to  the  home  of  his  sister  Mrs.  Lysis  Lamb  in  Berlin.  A  victim  of  con¬ 
sumption  he  lived  only  thirty-two  years  and  little  knowledge  of  him  remains. 
He  was  musical  and  played  the  flute  sweetly,  but  his  business  interests  and  home 
of  his  adult  years  is  not  known  although  they  appear  to  have  been  in  Berlin. 
He  was  buried  Beckley  Quarter. 

For  some  months  after  his  death,  his  widow  and  small  daughter  Frances 
were  in  the  home  of  Mrs.  Lysis  Lamb  then  went  to  Middletown  to  be  with 
relatives  of  Mrs.  Beckley.  Records  show  continued  affectionate  interest  in  their 
welfare  although  the  second  marriage  of  Mrs.  Caroline  Beckley,  to  Alfred  Luther 
Beckley  in  1850  and  their  location  in  other  towns  prevented  close  association. 

The  beloved  child  Frances  had  a  short  life  dying  at  age  twenty-one.  She 
left  a  son  who  was  adopted  by  Mrs.  Spaulding,  a  sister  of  his  father,  where  he 
was  lovingly  considered  the  center  of  the  heme  through  long  years  of  invalid¬ 
ism  from  a  serious  form  of  rheumatism.

EMILIUS  LYSANDER,  youngest  in  the  family  of  six  children  of  SYLVES¬ 
TER  BECKLEY,  was  so  young,  only  two  years  old  when  his  father  died  that 
much  affection  was  lavished  upon  him  by  his  mother  and  sisters  and  his  ar¬ 
tistic  tendency  was  fostered.  He  became  a  teacher  in  drawing  and  many  pic¬ 
tures  both  landscape  and  still-life  of  his  own  were  later  treasured  by  his  daugh¬ 
ter.  In  a  day  when  classes  for  drawing  lessons  were  formed  for  a  few  weeks  at 
a  time  he  led  a  rather  wandering  life  with  headquarters  in  the  home  of  his  sisters 
in  Berlin  and  Brattleboro  or  for  a  few  years  in  New  Haven. 

He  went  to  North  White  Creek  in  Washington  Co.,  N.  Y.  for  several  months 
and  there  his  only  child  was  born  in  1848.  From  New  York  they  moved  to  Ver¬ 
mont  probably  his  first  location  there  for  any  length  of  time  but  either  the  beauty 
of  that  section  or  his  affection  for  his  sister  Mrs.  Dickinson  drew  him  many 
times  to  Brattleboro.  He  was  in  Stafford  Ct.  when  he  died. 

His  widow  lived  many  years  in  Monson  Mass,  with  her  daughter  where 
both  were  buried.

BENJAMIN  BECKLEY  1794/5-1843  son  of  LUMAN  BECKLEY  1766-1798 
appears  to  have  been  unfortunate;  losing  his  father  when  only  about  three  years 
of  age— his  grandparents  also  dead,  and  his  father’s  estate  insolvent,  it  is  possible 
he  was  taken  into  the  home  of  some  relative.  His  mother  married  again  about 
1799  John  Beckley  1768-1839  a  second  cousin  of  Luman  and  had  two  daughters 
in  that  marriage.  Land  records  show  Benjamin  secured  a  home  and  nine  acres  of 
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land  for  his  mother  and  stepfather  in  1817,  which  must  have  been  shortly  after 
he  became  of  age. 

He  married  and  had  four  children  but  his  only  son  died  young;  in  1835 
his  mother  died;  one  daughter  and  his  wife  both  victims  of  consumption  died 
in  1836  and  1837. 

Apparently  discouraged  by  conditions  in  the  Beckley  Quarter  he  went  to  his 
own  sister  Mrs.  Kelsey  in  Huntington  Ohio  where  he  died  in  1843. 
Probably  his  surviving  daughters  remained  in  Berlin  or  returned  there  where 
Harriet  Porter  Beckley  married  in  1846  and  removed  to  Boston  supposedly  taking 
her  sister  Margaret  with  her.  Nothing  beyond  that  is  known  of  them. 

The  Churchill  Genealogy,  1905,  states  Sarah  Churchill  born  July  29,  1790 
to  Jemima  Kane  &  John  Churchill  of  Fairfield,  Herkimer  Co.,  N.Y.  married 
Benjamin  Beckley  but  with  no  fuller  detail.  If  correct,  and  he  was  of  the  Con¬ 
necticut  family  the  marriage  must  have  been  between  1837-1843  to  this  Ben¬ 
jamin  Beckley.

The  Rev.  Hosea  Beckley  was  a  pastor  in  the  Congregational  denomination; 
it  is  written  he  was  ordained  in  the  Dummerstown  Congregational  Church  March 
2  1808,  or  1802  according  to  the  statement  in  The  Congregationalist  of  Aug. 
22  1929  reporting  the  celebration  of  the  150th  anniversary  of  the  church  on  Aug. 
18.  He  served  as  pastor  then  went  elsewhere  for  a  few  years  and  was  recalled  to 
Dummerstown,  serving  in  all  twenty-three  years  to  1836.  “He  did  not  keep  any 
records  of  the  church  during  his  ministry  of  23  years”  during  which  150  members 
were  added  to  the  church.

GORDON  LEWIS,  s.  of  Dr.  DANIEL  BECKLEY,  b.  Waterbury  Conn.  Oct. 
17  1788,  enlisted  as  a  private  under  the  Command  of  Isaacs  Phelps,  Commander 
in  the  War  of  1812.  Period  of  service,  Aug.  18,  1814  to  Oct.  25,  1814.  (Conn. 
Militia ,  War  of  1812.)  “Volunteers  were  not  called  for,  as  all  males  of  Military 
age  were  enrolled  in  the  State  Militia  and  organized  into  Companies  and  Regi¬ 
ments  and  thoroughly  drilled;  and  when  Connecticut’s  Quota  was  called  a  draft 
was  made  upon  each  and  every  organization  for  their  proportion  of  men,  so 
the  names  of  every  member  of  each  company  were  written  upon  slips  of  paper 
and  placed  in  a  box  and  thoroughly  shaken  up,  then  the  slips  were  drawn  and 
names  read,  when  they  advanced  two  steps  to  the  front  and  organized  into  Com¬ 
panies  and  Regiments.  The  Command  to  which  Gordon  Lewis  Beckley  was  as¬ 
signed  was  stationed  at  Stonington  at  the  mouth  of  the  Thames  River,  Capt. 
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Phelps  in  Command  of  the  Company  to  which  he  belonged.  The  Fort  was  at¬ 
tacked  by  the  British  Fleet  in  1814  and  a  terrific  storm  of  shot  and  shell  were 
poured  upon  the  defenses  for  most  of  the  day,  then  the  ships  were  turned  away 
and  sailed  for  the  mouth  of  the  Potomac  River  and  the  British  Troops  captured 
our  National  Capitol  and  burned  the  buildings.”  At  the  close  of  the  War,  Mr. 
Beckley  returned  to  his  home  and  business,  that  of  “Cabinet  Maker.”  (Taken  from 
family  Manuscripts. )  He  moved  his  family  from  Southington  Conn.,  where  he  had 
resided  for  ten  years  to  Green,  Chenango  Co.  N.  Y.  in  1826  where  he  resided 
for  twelve  years  and  then  again  moved  to  Nunda,  McHenry  Co.  Illinois  in  1838 
where  he  resided  until  his  death,  Jan.  5,  1883  aged  96.  He  was  brought  up  a 
Presbyterian  but  discarded  its  tenets  and  united  with  the  Universalists  but  later 
became  a  Spiritualist.  In  politics,  originally  a  Whig,  then  a  Republican.

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SOLOMON  BECKLEY  JR.,  first  son  of  SOLOMON  BECKLEY  spent  some 
portion  of  his  adult  life  in  Wilmington  Del.  where  his  brothers  located  as  young 
men  but  it  is  now  impossible  to  tell  what  years  he  was  away  from  Connecticut. 
Real  estate  records  indicate  that  he  was  of  Wethersfield  1807-08-09  and  in  1811, 
but  he  married  twice  in  Wilmington  Del.  1802  and  1817  and  some  of  his  children 
were  born  there.  He  was  noted  in  1814  and  1818  as  of  Wilmington,  New  Castle, 
Delaware. 

His  first  son  William  1803-1832  was  the  only  one  of  his  children  who  resided 
in  Wilmington  where  the  records  for  that  early  period  are  incomplete.  William 
is  said  to  have  left  a  widow  and  two  young  sons  but  apparently  they  did  not  move 
to  Wethersfield  nor  keep  in  touch  with  his  family  so  the  line  as  recorded  is  broken 
there.  Solomon  Jr.  resided  in  Wethersfield  the  greater  part  of  his  life  however. 
He  was  of  Wilmington  Del.  in  the  U.S.  Census  for  1810.

CHESTER  second  son  of  SOLOMON  BECKLEY  born  in  Beckley  Quarter 
Ct.,  went  as  a  young  man  with  his  brothers  to  Wilmington  Del.  They  probably 
established  the  manufacture  of  tinware  which  they  had  learned  in  Berlin,  and 
all  but  the  first  son  Solomon  remained  in  the  South.  Chester  Beckley  as  of  Weth¬ 
ersfield  purchased  11  acres  in  1808  which  he  retained  through  his  life,  but 
another  real  estate  item  shows  he  was  of  Wilmington  Del.  in  Aug.  1811.  Dying 
young  his  three  entirely  orphaned  children  were  brought  up  by  relatives.  The 
one  son  Henry  Vining  Beckley  remained  in  the  Suoth,  married  and  had  children 
but  no  Beckley  grandson.

CHLOE  BECKLEY,  third  child  and  first  daughter  of  SOLOMON  BECKLEY 
of  Beckley  Quarter  was  one  of  a  family  of  nine  children  and  so  trained  as  to 
have  courage  to  marry  a  widower  with  three  children. 

James  Lamb  whom  she  married  in  1813,  had  lived  with  his  first  wife  Huldah 
Treat,  in  the  vicinity  of  her  home  and  had  already  begun  to  design  the  first  cook¬ 
ing  stove  with  a  practicable  oven.  Because  facilities  for  the  castings  for  experi¬ 
ments  were  not  good  in  Connecticut  he  spent  some  years  in  New  York  City  then 
returned  to  manufacture  the  stoves  in  a  factory  on  Belchers  Brook  in  Berlin. 

Three  of  her  six  children  were  born  during  those  five  years  in  New  York, 
the  others  in  Berlin  where  Mr.  Lamb  died  in  1833,  leaving  her  for  a  widowhood  of 
nearly  thirty  years. 

He  had  lost  one  son  in  each  marriage  and  those  of  his  first  group,  Lysis  who 
married  Adelia  M.  Beckley,  and  Lewis,  were  adults  out  of  the  home  some  time 
before  the  death  of  James  Lamb.  Loomis  and  Lockwood  of  the  second  group 
could  become  self-supporting  so  by  December  of  1835  the  home  life  was  broken. 
Mrs.  Lamb,  and  her  son  Lorenzo  under  ten  years,  spent  that  winter  in  home 
of  Lysis  Lamb  in  Berlin,  and  her  daughter  Louisa  went  to  the  home  of  Lewis 
Lamb  in  Springfield,  Mass.  Mrs.  Lamb’s  first  child  Huldah  had  married  in  1835 
and  Mrs.  Lamb  was  living  with  her  in  December  of  1836  when  sudden  death 
deprived  her  of  that  daughter.  As  Mrs.  Carpenter  left  twins,  a  son  and  a  daughter 
only  two  weeks  old,  Mrs.  Beckley  probably  remained  caring  for  them  during 
the  seven  years  of  Mr.  Carpenter’s  widowerhood.  She  probably  remained  in  his 
household  thereafter  as  his  second  wife  was  her  younger  daughter  Louisa.  This 
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shows  a  busy  life  up  to  the  age  of  sixty-two,  which  was  elderly  in  those  days  of 
hard  living,  but  she  lived  almost  to  her  eighty-first  year,  and  died  in  Berlin. 

Mr.  Carpenter  remained  in  Berlin  as  a  manufacturer  of  tinware  for  many  years 
but  eventually  moved  to  Hartford  where  both  he  and  his  wife  Louisa  died,  both 
elderly. 

The  sons  of  James  Lamb  all  left  Berlin  and  no  one  of  his  descendants  re¬ 
mained  to  represent  him  in  the  town  where  he  spent  so  many  busy  days. 

He  is  said  to  have  learned  his  trade  from  Shubael  Pattison  son  of  the  man 
who  first  imported  tin  plate  to  America,  but  had  an  imagination  to  carry  him 
beyond  that  point.  He  unfortunately  sold  the  patent  for  his  stove  instead  of 
keeping  it  for  the  welfare  of  his  family. 

As  early  as  1800  James  Lamb  then  only  twenty-three,  purchased  a  house  and 
land  in  Berlin  from  Oliver  Hill,  bounded  east  on  Jonah  Norton,  south  on  highway, 
which  he  sold  in  1823  but  it  was  probably  to  that  house  he  went  in  1818  from 
New  York  “living  in  a  house  next  east  of  his  factory.”  In  1822  he  moved  to  “the 
Colonel  Bulkeley  house.”

It  is  not  known  who  brought  up  the  orphaned  children,  nor  where  they  lived, 
and  beyond  her  birthdate  in  the  bible  and  the  name  someone  has  given  for  a 
husband  nothing  is  now  known  about  Caroline. 

ORRIN  BECKLEY  of  Wethersfield  Ct.  was  still  resident  there  in  May  1812 
when  he  mortgaged  20  acres  with  buildings,  which  he  had  previously  bought 
there  from  his  brother  Solomon  Beckley  Jr.  He  probably  went  south  before  Nov. 
3,  1812  when  he  was  married  in  Delaware  and  his  three  children  were  born  in 
Wilmington. 

When  on  a  business  trip  to  Savannah  Ga.  by  sea,  the  boat  was  lost  with  all 
aboard  in  Nov.  1815. 

His  widow  dying  in  1818,  the  young  children  were  taken  by  relatives  in 
Wilmington  or  vicinity.

JUSTUS  BECKLEY  was  of  Wilmington  Del.  1810  U.  S.  Census.  Justus  served 
six  months  in  war  of  1812  as  a  Corporal  in  Regiment  of  Vol.  Artillery7  Co.  of 
Capt.  Caeser  A.  Rodney  from  Oct.  5  1814  to  Feb.  11  1815  according  to  records 
in  the  Pension  Office  in  Washington  D.  C.  He  died  in  1820  and  when  a  land 
bounty  was  declared  for  those  soldiers,  his  widow  claimed  and  received  160  acres. 
At  that  time  she  said  a  minister,  Daniel  Dodge,  married  them  in  the  winter  of 
1812  and  gave  date  of  d.  of  Justus  as  June  1820.  The  children  were  brought  up 
by  relatives  of  the  mother,  and  she  in  a  later  unhappy  marriage  had  another  son 
William  Henry  b.  1831-32  who  assumed  the  name  of  Beckley  and  with  his  chil¬ 
dren  retained  it  but  he  is  not  included  in  this  genealogy. 

Land  records  for  Justus  Beckley  and  his  brothers  in  Wethersfield  Ct.  have  not 
been  thoroughly  studied  but  they  seem  to  have  retained  property  there  which 
they  used  as  security  for  notes,  doubtless  for  business  purposes,  one  in  1812 
when  Orren  of  Wethersfield  mortgaged  20  acres  to  Justus  of  Wilmington,  again 
in  1814  when  Solomon  Jr.  of  Wilmington  mortgaged  9  acres  in  Wethersfield  to 
Justus  of  Wilmington  and  in  1815  Justus  of  Wilmington  mortgaged  31  acres  in 
Wethersfield  to  John  Webster  of  Wethersfield.  His  possible  land  records  in  Wil¬ 
mington  have  not  been  found.

NATHANIEL  BECKLEY  as  a  young  man  went  from  Connecticut  to  Wil¬ 
mington,  where  he  met  and  married  Elizabeth  Lyle  probably  1808,  certainly 
before  1813  when  their  first  child  was  born  in  Baltimore.  He  seems  to  have  di- 
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vided  the  years  between  those  two  cities  until  1838,  certainly  of  Wilmington 
1822,  and  purchased  property  there  1831,  said  by  a  grandchild  to  have  moved 
to  Philadelphia  in  1838  thence  to  Baltimore  where  he  died. 

It  is  believed  he  was  interested  with  his  brothers  in  the  manufacture  and 

sale  of  tinware. 

Nathaniel  and  his  brother  Chester  married  sisters  which  may  have  been 
reason  for  his  acting  as  executor  of  the  estate  of  Chester  in  1822. 

Nathaniel  had  one  Beckley  grandson  whose  only  son  died  young  so  descendants 
of  Nathaniel  bear  other  names.

ORAMEL  BECKLEY  born  Weathersfield  Vt.  was  taken  by  his  parents  to 
Beckley  Hill,  Barre  Vt.  where  he  lived  many  years  even  after  his  marriage,  then 
located  in  Montpelier  as  a  butcher  for  a  few  years  but  before  1850  he  removed 
to  Ann  Arbor  Mich,  where  the  remainder  of  his  life  was  spent.  He  had  served  as 
a  teamster  in  the  War  of  1812.  The  fuller  records  of  his  life  have  not  been 
learned  but  public  records  seen  in  Montpelier  Vt.  in  1931  and  in  Ann  Arbor 
Mich,  in  1932  indicate  that  of  the  three  sons  born  to  him  in  his  first  marriage, 
two  died  in  childhood  and  only  Zebedee  the  first  child  grew  to  adult  life  dying  in 
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Ann  Arbor  Mich,  at  the  age  of  33  leaving  one  son  Wheeler  Thompson  Beckley 
and  three  daughters. 

The  record  for  his  family  in  second  marriage  is  not  clear  as  it  is  taken  from 
the  U.  S.  Census  in  Washington  D.  C.  which  is  not  reliable  as  the  children  noted 
there  in  his  family  are  given  ages  which  seem  impossible,  the  boy  as  ten  and 
the  girl  as  four  years  of  age.  As  Oramel  made  a  Will  in  1852  which  was  filed  in 
1875  leaving  all  to  his  wife  Sophia  the  other  heirs  could  not  be  learned  through 
Surrogate’s  Records  in  Ann  Arbor  and  the  Town  records  are  too  slight  for  that 
period  to  afford  further  information. 

As  Betsey  Beckley  and  Athelia  Beckley  appeared  in  the  1850  Census  record 
for  Ann  Arbor  it  appears  from  their  ages,  55  and  25,  that  Oramel  and  his  first 
wife  had  been  divorced  his  second  marriage  being  recorded  in  Ann  Arbor  as 
May  2,  1849.

“I  ought  to  have  acknowledged  long  ago  but  I  had  sent  a  letter  to  Luther 
Beckley  Vt.  &  waited  for'  a  response  before  writing  you— &  it  is  not  answered 
yet— I  reed  a  long  list  of  Beckley  names  lately  from  Mrs.  Lotin  Beckley  of  Hunt¬ 
ington  Ohio.  Can  you  give  me  the  address  of  some  one  or  more  of  your  western 
relatives  in  Ohio  or  N.  Y.  so  that  I  can  be  gathering  facts  of  those  families.  I 
have  now  70  families  of  the  name— In  looking  at  the  town  records  of  Bristol  lately 
I  found  that  Zebedee  Beckley  lived  there  1796  &  lost  a  child  there  at  that  date,— 
do  you  know  anything  of  him  or  his.  I  suppose  he  was  son  of  Zebedee  who 
you  say  died  1776,  can  you  inform  me  where.  I  hope  to  hear  soon  from  the 
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Vt.  Beckleys.— It  is  barely  possible  that  some  time  the  genealogy  of  the  family 
will  be  printed— the  ‘Great  Swamp  Soc’  or  Kensington,  to  which  the  Beckley 
farm  belonged  until  1774  from  1715.”

The  old  home  of  the  Beckley’s  in  Berlin  called  Beckley  quarters  (formerly 
located  in  Wethersfield  Ct.)  is  still  standing  under  the  Big  Elms— the  limbs  of 
one  extend  5  rods  each  way  from  the  trunk.  This  house  was  used  for  a  tavern 
in  the  days  of  the  Rev.  War  &  was  a  public  House  75  years  in  succession.  There 
are  Beckleys  in  Canaan  Ct.  with  whom  I  correspond,  some  in  N.  Y.  City— some 
in  Ohio— I  hope  to  secure  the  genealogy  of  all— yet  it  is  slow  work. 

Have  you  the  name  of  Andrews  in  your  vicinity,  if  so,  please  give  me  the 
address  of  some  one  who  is  interested.”

“Not  having  a  copy  of  my  other  letter  I  do  not  know  that  I  told  you  the  par¬ 
ticulars  about  Oran  Jr.  the  soldier,  he  was  in  the  2  Vt.

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the  Battle  of  the  Wilderness  May  10,  1864  taken  prisoner  by  the  Rebels  &  had 
one  of  his  legs  amputated  and  lived  till  June  6  and  died  a  prisoner  at  Spottsyl- 
vania  and  was  buried  on  the  Stuart  farm.  He  was  born  Nov.  the  (day  in  the 
other  letter )  1837.” 

“N.  B.  With  the  exceptions  I  have  made  all  are  Farmers.”

“Dear  Madam  a  letter  from  you  to  Alfred  Andrews  was  received  to  day,  in 
reply  I  would  say  my  husband  passed  away  in  76  of  course  I  have  no  knowledge 
of  the  genealogy  of  the  Beckley  family  or  whether  there  was  ever  a  book  pub¬ 
lished.  My  husband  labored  while  he  lived  on  the  N.  Britain  Hist,  also  on  the 
Andrews  and  the  Hart  genealogies.  His  labors  were  unknown  and  I  think  short¬ 
ened  his  life  from  exposure  in  the  work.  There  are  Beckleys  in  Berlin  perhaps 
you  might  get  some  information  from  them.  I  think  Licester  Booth  in  N.  Britain 
married  a  Beckley.  I  am  sorry  not  to  be  able  to  give  you  information  you  so  much 
desire.  I  shall  soon  reach  my  83rd  year  and  my  hand  is  quite  tremolous.”

CHESTER  s.  of  JOSIAH,  appears  to  have  lived  only  in  Weathersfield  Vt. 
where  he  m.  Eunice  K.  Field  and  had  at  least  seven  children  but  no  descend¬ 
ants  can  be  found  in  1932  and  therefore  the  family  records  have  had  to  be  made 
from  fragments  of  information  mainly  found  in  public  offices  and  cemeteries, 
although  a  little  was  supplied  by  a  descendant  of  his  youngest  son  Charles 
Chester  who  had  no  grandchildren. 

The  probate  records  at  Ludlow  Vt.  show  something  of  the  settlement  of  his 
estate,  but  as  volume  three  of  the  records  is  gone  it  was  necessary  to  depend 
upon  index  cards  and  a  few  original  papers  which  the  clerk  found. 

Chester  Beckley  died  Dec.  12  1828  and  his  estate  as  inventoried  included 
a  “brick  house,  two  barns  and  other  buildings  which  are  occupied  for  a  tavern” 
with  19  acres  of  land  attached.  $2,240 

The  Higbee  house  so  called,  where  the  widow  now  resides,  with  20/2  acres.  $750. 
The  brook  pasture  6  acres.  $90. 

Wood  lot  west  of  the  schoolhouse  121  acres,  $200. 

The  wood  lot  west  of  Asa  Upham’s  land  next  heirs  of  Zenas  Clark  dec’d.  5%  acres.

Guardianship  records  show  that  Daniel  Bowen  was  appointed  guardian  for 
Charles  Chester  (b.  June  20  1829)  Jan.  26  1831  and  discharged  June  20  1848 
“because  Charles  was  of  full  age.”  This  seems  to  indicate  that  in  Vermont  legal 
age  for  a  male  was  then  19  years.  Mr.  Bowen  reported  $363.59  as  residence  due 
him  in  1848  “after  Eunice  Beckley,  his  mother  had  been  annually  paid  for  board 
$18.00  for  ten  years  =  $180.00”. 

Jan.  26  1831  Laura  Ann  Beckley  (b.  1817?)  chose  Daniel  Bowen  Esq.  of 
Weathersfield  as  her  guardian,  and  he  was  appointed  by  the  court  as  guardian 
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for  Eliza,  Martha  and  Charles,  minor  children  of  Chester  Beckley  late  of  Weath- 
ersfield  Vt. 

The  only  accounting  seen  for  the  three  daughters  was  dated  May  2  1834  but 
there  must  be  more  records  in  Ludlow. 

None  of  these  records  indicate  a  son  John  as  included  in  this  group  so  if 
the  John  Beckley  b.  about  1821  who  m.  in  1845  Miss  Martha  Walker  in  Weathers- 
field  he  may  have  had  a  different  guardian  and  perhaps  was  brought  up  in 
another  home.  There  is  no  proof  of  his  belonging  in  this  family  but  age  and  loca¬ 
tion  indicate  it. 

The  youngest  child,  Charles  Chester  Beckley,  became  a  physician  and  lo¬ 
cated  in  Plainfield  N.  H.  where  his  mother  Eunice  Beckley  evidently  died  in  his 
home. 

The  land  records  for  Weathersfield  Vt.  indicate  a  number  of  transactions  dur¬ 
ing  his  life  and  for  the  estate  but  were  not  examined  because  of  lack  of  time.

Records  in  Concord  N.  H.  &  in  Ludlow  Vt.  show;  m.  Claremont  N.  H.  June 
3  1821  Dr.  James  Fifield  res.  Weathersfield  Vt.  &  Lucinda  Salmon  res.  Claremont. 
Dr.  James  Fifield  d.  1827,  before  May  5,  intestate,  Carlos  Cowles  of  Weathersfield 
appted  Adm.  He  left  widow  Lucinda  Fifield,  not  other  heirs  mentioned.  Among 
creditors  were  Nathaniel  Hatch,  Chester,  Josiah  and  Cyrus  Beckley,  showing 
acquaintance.  Surmised  it  was  this  Lucinda  Salmon  Fifield  who  m.  Cyrus  Beckley 
who  was  then  32  years  old,  but  positive  proof  was  not  found  in  any  of  the  above 
offices,  nor  was  any  other  Lucinda  Fifield  found. 

This  conclusion  is  shadowed  by  finding  a  gravestone  in  the  Weathersfield  Ceme¬ 
tery  in  Ascutneyville  Vt.  for  Edward  Fifield  Jr.  d.  Sept.  26  1821  ae.  30  Yrs.  5 
Mo.  This  was  near  the  stone  for  Lucinda  wife  of  Cyrus  Beckley  who  died  in  1830 
having  married  him  in  1828,  seven  years  after  death  of  Edward.

We  are  all  well  as  usual  and  hope  these  few  lines 
will  find  you  all  enjoying  the  same.  We  are  very  happy  to  hear  that  you  got  home 
well  and  found  the  rest  of  the  family  comfortable.  I  hope  now  you  will  want 
to  come  down  again  next  winter  you  had  such  good  luck  this  time  and  stay  and 
make  us  a  good  long  visit  as  I  shall  you  when  I  come  up  there.  I  received  a  let¬ 
ter  from  Elvira  Gale  last  week  and  a  paper  from  Chester  the  week  before  they 
were  all  well  as  usual.  I  presume  that  you  hear  from  them  every  little  while 
or  see  some  of  them  I  should  like  to  see  them  very  much  and  hope  that  I  shall 
this  summer  if  nothing  happens  more  than  I  know  of  now.  I  had  a  very  pleasant 
visit  up  to  Cousin  Spencers.  Aunt  Beckley  got  home  from  Pittsford  that  evening 
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that  you  went  home  from  here  she  was  very  sorry  she  did  not  get  home  so  to 
see  you  she  left  cousin  Martha  comfortable  and  the  rest  of  them  were  quite 
well.  I  found  your  blocks  on  the  table  in  the  parlor  and  will  try  and  send  one 
of  them  in  this  letter  and  the  other  one  next  time  I  write  so  I  can  not  write  but 
half  of  this  sheet  this  time  and  I  guess  it  will  be  all  you  want  to  have  me  write. 
You  wished  me  to  write  and  tell  you  which  end  of  the  house  is  the  parlor  it 
is  on  the  North  side  it  was  on  the  South  side  when  your  father  was  down  here 
before  there  dont  either  of  the  rooms  look  much  like  a  parlor  now  but  I  hope 
they  will  sometime.  John  sends  his  best  love  to  your  brother  and  would  like  to 
have  him  come  down  and  see  him  this  summer  and  stay  a  long  time.  Grandfather 
sends  his  love  to  all  and  would  like  to  hear  from  you  all  often  and  so  does  Father, 
Mother  and  Lucy  and  myself.  We  shall  look  for  a  letter  soon  and  hope  you  will 
excuse  all  mistakes.

CYRUS  BECKLEY  had  a  farm  on  the  River  Road  between  Ascutneyville 
and  Windsor,  Vt.,  probably  75  acres,  bounded  north  by  Windsor  line  called 
the  Homestead  Farm  which  he  apparently  left  partly  for  life  use  of  his  widow 
Lucretia,  mother  of  his  three  children,  who  died  1872. 

His  only  son  John  Cyrus  Beckley  1840-1910  probably  remained  on  that  farm 
his  sisters  and  their  husbands  deeding  their  shares  to  him  Oct.  15,  1866,  Vol. 
19  pp.  297,  298  and  Dec.  2,  1875,  Vol.  17  pp.  185,  186.

GUY  BECKLEY  signed  Will  two  days  before  his  d.  leaving  all  for  life  to 
his  wife  Phylia  B.  Beckley  who  with  James  P.  Gott  was  made  Exec.  After  her  d. 
all  to  his  children  and  their  heirs  alike,  but  in  Ann  Arbor  no  list  of  the  children 
and  no  record  of  Phylia’s  death  nor  final  distribution  could  be  found  in  Oct.  1932. 

The  inscription  on  gravestone  for  Caroline  (1839)  wife  of  Rev.  Guy  Beckley  was 

“Swept  by  the  winds  untimely  blast 
Parched  by  the  suns  director  ray 
The  momentary  glories  waste  away 
The  short  lived  beauties  die.” 
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For  family  of  GUY  BECKLEY,  s.  of  JOSIAH,  a  guardian  was  appointed— 
Rev.  Guy  Beckley  of  Ann  Arbor,  their  father— because  they  were  interested  in 
the  estate  of  John  Walker  the  father  of  their  deceased  mother,  Caroline  Walker. 
The  children  (Beckley)  were  Abigail  C.,  Charles  W.,  John  G.,  Martha  M.,  and 
Sarah  M.  Probate  Records,  Ludlow,  Vt.  after  1839. 

March  8  1854,  (Rev.  Guy  Beckley  d.  in  1847)  William  Haskell  of  Weathersfield 
was  appointed  guardian  for  John  G.  Beckley  “a  minor  14  years  and  upward,  now 
residing  in  Springfield  Vt.,  s.  of  Guy  Beckley  late  of  Ann  Arbor  deed,  in  place  of 
the  said  Guy  Beckley  deed.”  William  Haskell  resigned  Feb.  22  1855  when  William 
M.  Whitney  of  Springfield  was  appointed,  John  G.  Beckley  then  residing  in  Weath¬ 
ersfield,  Vt.  In  expense  account  in  the  papers  in  Ludlow  “paid  Miss  Beckley  for 
making  shirts,  $1.00”  Vol.  7  giving  accounts  for  1859,  and  receipt  and  discharge  of 
guardianship  dated  Nov.  30,  1860,  indicates  21  as  then  legal  age  since  John  G. 
Beckley  was  b.  March  1839. 

“Abbie”  Caroline  in  the  latter  years  of  her  life  wrote  somewhat  about  her 
family,  saying  that  her  grandfather,  Capt.  Josiah  Beckley,  had  fifteen  children 
although  the  carefully  compiled  records  in  the  Beckley  Genealogy  show  only 
fourteen.  Her  father  Rev.  Guy  Beckley  was  a  clergyman  of  the  Methodist  de¬ 
nomination  and  had  pastorates  in  both  Vermont  and  N.  H.  as  indicated  by  birth¬ 
places  for  his  children  in  his  first  marriage,  orphaned  when  youngest  only  six 
weeks  old.  In  1840  Guy  Beckley  m.  Phylia  Baker  and  moved  to  Ann  Arbor  Mich, 
where  he  d.  in  1847.  In  second  m.  he  had  three  children  and  his  wife  d.  only 
two  years  after  him.  The  first  child  had  died  at  ae.  of  three  years.  The  eight 
children  surviving  had  to  be  distributed  among  homes  of  relatives,  Martha, 
Sarah  and  John  going  back  to  homes  in  Vermont.  The  elder  daughter,  Abigail, 
remained  in  Michigan  and  taught  school,  although  only  17  years  of  age.  After 
the  death  of  the  widow  in  1849,  Abigail  boarded  with  her  father’s  youngest 
sister  Mrs.  Nancy  Felch.  Of  the  two  little  girls,  Alnette  went  into  the  home 
of  her  aunt  Olive,  wife  of  Sumner  Hicks,  and  died  there,  and  Mary  Emily  went 
into  the  home  of  her  cousin  Mary  Hicks,  wife  of  P.  S.  Lyman  and  Frank  was 
adopted  by  Sam  Jennings,  a  great  admirer  of  Guy  Beckley.  Frank  was  struck  in 
the  temple  and  killed  by  a  schoolmate  when  about  12  years  of  age.  Of  these 
children  Martha  and  Sarah  remained  in  Vermont  or  N.  H.,  Charles  Walker 
Beckley  went  back  to  Vermont  after  the  death  of  his  stepmother,  but  after 
1863  he  removed  first  to  Mass,  and  probably  directly  from  there  to  Elgin  Ill. 
where  he  d.  in  1909.  John  Guy  Beckley  being  8  years  of  age  when  his  father 
d.  he  was  sent  to  Vermont  &  appears  to  have  divided  his  time  between  Spring- 
field  and  Weathersfield,  to  have  gone  to  N.  J.  at  some  period  and  there  m.  his 
first  wife  but  to  have  returned  to  Michigan  before  1868,  where  in  Brighton  he 
m.  his  second  wife,  later  removing  to  Detroit  Mich,  where  he  d.  ae.  92. 

History  of  Vermont  gives  following  pastorates: 

Newfane  Vt.,  an  organized  Methodist  Society  formed  1830  under  the  di¬ 
rection  of  Guy  Beckley  and  James  M.  Fuller  who  for  two  years  divided  time 
between  Fayetteville,  Williamsville  and  Wardsboro. 
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Sometime  between  1828-1854  Guy  Beckley  at  church  in  Dover  Vt. 

About  1830  The  Methodist  Conference  sent  itinerant  preachers  to  Towns- 
hend  Vt.,  the  first  two  were  Rev.  Mr.  Beckley  and  Rev.  Mr.  Fuller.

This  Janet  in  list  in  Census  was  too  old  to  have  been  daughter  of  Luke  &  Emily, 
but  might  have  belonged  to  one  from  an  earlier  m.  One  correspondent  thought 
Luke’s  w.  was  first  Mrs.  Taylor,  and  if  so  her  daughter  might  have  taken  name 
of  her  step-father. 

Albert  adopted  in  a  family  in  Ypsilanti  Mich.  1860  record  Census  for  Ypsilanti 
shows  an  Albert  C.  Beckley  ae.  12,  b.  Mich,  apparently  living  in  family  of  a 
farmer  John  Rorison  ae.  60  &  his  w.  Sarah  ae.  55,  both  b.  N.  Y.,  perhaps  they 
adopted  him? 

The  Ann  Arbor  Census  1850  shows  under  Woodruff,  Chas.  H.  23  Shm.  b.  Ohio  & 
Louise  18  b.  Mich,  immediately  followed  by  BECKLEY— Emily  25  b.  Mich.; 
Janet  12  b.  Mich.;  Clista  4  b.  Mich.;  &  Abbot  2  b.  N.  Y. 

This  seems  undoubtedly  the  family  above,  but  as  the  records  are  frequently 
imperfect  it  is  difficult  to  tell  which  age  should  be  changed,  if  the  wife  was  35 
and  so  mother  of  Janet  or  if  age  for  Janet  is  wrong.  The  distant  relatives  who 
gave  all  the  information  in  above  coarser  print  remembered  only  names  of 
Albert  &  Colistia.  Undoubtedly  the  name  here  as  Abbott  was  intended  for  Al¬ 
bert.  See  first  paragraph  above.  Emily  was  given  as  25  in  Aug.  1844  so  she  could 
have  had  a  child  in  1838  if  previously  m. 

If  as  a  family  record  said  Luke  died  in  Calif,  in  or  about  1852,  he  may  have  left 
his  wife  and  young  children  in  Ann  Arbor  while  following  the  rush  to  Calif,  so 
accounting  for  his  name  not  appearing  as  a  resident  of  Michigan  in  1850.

A  record  from  WILLIAM  BECKLEY  the  youngest  child  of  Luther  shows 
that  his  sister,  Mrs.  Collins,  was  living  in  Lexington,  Mo.  in  1845  when  he  visited 
them  arriving  in  December,  but  the  duration  of  his  stay  with  them  has  not  been 
noted.

WILLIAM  BECKLEY,  thirteenth  child  and  eleventh  son  of  LUTHER 
BECKLEY  of  Beckly  Quarter  Ct.  was  probably  born  in  “the  village”  of  Berlin 
after  his  father  moved  from  the  “red  house”  or  tavern  at  Beckley  Quarter  to 
fill  the  position  of  Town  Clerk. 

The  greater  part  of  his  life  was  spent  in  Connecticut,  probably  he  was  always 
a  carpenter.  He  was  only  fourteen  when  his  father  died  leaving  seven  sons 
and  two  daughters,  all  of  whom  married  and  had  children. 

Albert  Willis  Beckley,  the  sixth  son  of  Luther,  went  to  Ohio  and  the  second 
daughter  also  went  West,  William  going  out  to  visit  them  in  1845.  He  had  been 
in  Brooklyn  N.  Y.  for  some  time  when  a  letter  arrived  inviting  him  to  Lexington, 
Mo.  where  his  sister  Sarah  and  her  husband  John  Collins  were  living.  It  is  said 
there  was  only  one  town,  Independence,  farther  West  at  that  time.  Sixty  years 
later  William  Beckley  published  an  account  of  that  trip.  Being  only  eighteen  he 
had  to  return  to  Connecticut  to  gain  his  mother’s  consent  and  with  that  began 
his  long  journey  July  18th.  He  went  to  New  York  City  by  boat  down  the  Con¬ 
necticut  River  and  Long  Island  Sound,  arriving  the  19th,  the  day  after  a  heavy 
conflagration  destroyed  much  of  New  York.  From  New  York,  three  days  later, 
he  went  up  the  Hudson  River  by  boat,  leaving  late  afternoon  reaching  Albany 
early  the  following  morning.  Before  evening  he  left  on  a  freighter  going  through 
the  Erie  Canal  to  Buffalo,  a  slow  boat  but  affording  a  chance  to  go  ashore  at 
the  towns  and  learn  more  of  that  region.  Ten  days  were  consumed  in  passage 
from  Albany  to  Buffalo  where  without  delay  he  went  on  a  side-wheel  steamer 
for  Cleveland.  There  he  took  a  stage  for  Stow  to  visit  relatives  who  had  gone 
there  many  years  before  from  Connecticut.  They  had  cut  out  the  primitive  forest 
and  by  1845  replaced  the  early  log  cabin  by  a  capacious  frame  house. 
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William’s  brother,  Albert  Willis,  was  living  in  Ravenna,  ten  miles  from  Stow 
to  which  place  he  was  driven  by  a  member  of  the  family.  They  had  not  met 
since  William  was  a  boy  of  eight  or  nine.  Albert  Beckley  was  a  business  man 
not  a  farmer,  but  all  business  had  suffered  because  of  a  severe  drought  and  ruined 
crops  that  year  and  there  was  no  chance  of  work  for  William. 

As  Albert  Beckley’s  father-in-law,  David  Root,  was  one  of  the  discouraged 
farmers  who  had  sold  his  land  to  migrate,  William  Beckley  left  Ravenna  with 
him  and  his  daughter  by  wagon  in  September,  bound  for  Michigan.  They  went 
together  as  far  as  Marshall,  Mich,  where  the  land  office  was  located,  passing 
through  Jackson.  It  had  been  a  slow  trip  the  men  relieving  the  two  horses  by 
walking  while  the  women  drove  the  wagon  loaded  with  household  goods. 

William  went  by  stage  from  Marshall  to  St.  Joseph,  twenty-eight  miles,  then 
boat  to  Chicago  which  he  reached  at  midnight  of  a  Saturday.  Monday  morning 
he  secured  work  and  in  six  weeks  had  earned  enough  by  November  to  carry 
him  to  his  destination.  Leaving  Chicago  in  a  prairie  Schooner  he  went  in  two 
days  to  Ottawa  head  of  navigation  on  the  Illinois  river  but  the  water  was  too 
low  and  another  day  was  spent  in  reaching  Peru  where  he  boarded  a  small  stem- 
wheel  boat  for  St.  Louis  360  miles  from  Chicago.  The  only  boat  in  St.  Louis  going 
up  the  Missouri  then  was  under  charter  to  the  U.  S.  Government  transferring 
Indians  to  a  new  reservation  but  he  went  on  that  reaching  Lexington,  Mo.  the 
county  seat  in  December. 

Mr.  Beckley  told  only  of  the  trip  West,  and  it  is  not  now  known  how  long 
he  remained  nor  the  route  nor  date  of  his  return.  But  he  returned  to  Connecticut 
where  he  first  married  in  1853.  Business  opportunities  probably  influenced  his 
residences. 

He  owned  property  in  Middletown  but  he  also  lived  in  Meriden,  Hartford 
and  Thomaston,  his  last  home  in  Torrington  where  he  died  in  his  88th  year. 

Through  his  wide  knowledge  and  kindly  interest  much  of  the  record  herein 
of  his  father’s  family  has  been  preserved. 

His  one  grandson  was  the  last  male  in  his  line.

According  to  family  records,  Sidney  Smith  Allcott  engaged  in  cotton  manu¬ 
facture  from  1824.  He  moved,  with  his  first  wife  to  Marshall  Calhoun  Co.  Mich. 
1831  where  he  also  took  up  the  wholesale  flour  business  which  he  continued 
after  his  removal  to  Boston  Mass,  about  1856-7.  His  home  was  in  Newton  Mass, 
where  Julia  his  second  wife  died.  His  two  surviving  sons,  Charles,  b.  1844  and 
Frank,  b.  1845  enlisted  for  service  in  the  Civil  War,  Charles  dying  as  a  result  m 

1862.  ’ 


Frank  Allcott,  ae.  18  yrs,  height  5  ft.  10  in.  enlisted  at  Boston  Mass,  as  a 
Private  in  Co.  H,  57th  Reg.  Mass.  Inf.  Vols.  Capt.  Henry  C.  Ward  May  12  1863, 
enrolled  11th  March  1864  to  serve  three  years,  was  badly  wounded,  and  dis¬ 
charged  at  Boston  Mass.  June  19  1865. 


JULIA  MARIA  BECKLEY,  first  daughter  of  ORIN  BECKLEY  born  and 
brought  up  in  Berlin  Ct.,  was  partly  educated  in  that  town  and  partly  else¬ 
where  although  Lyme  and  Guilford  Ct.  only  have  been  mentioned  as  towns  to 
which  she,  her  sister  Emily  and  brother  Lyman  were  sent  for  schools.  Alter  that, 
excepting  for  such  visits  as  she  may  have  made,  she  was  in  her  parents  home 

until  she  was  twenty-three. 

She  married  Sidney  Smith  Allcott  a  widower  with  one  son  who  died  unmar¬ 
ried,  and  went  to  Michigan  where  he  was  then  living.  Marshall  was  their  home 

although  in  Marengo  in  the  winter  of  1842  , 

She  had  four  sons  and  one  daughter  born  in  Michigan.  Her  second  child 

died  in  1841,  an  infant,  but  in  1843  she  took  her  first  and  third  child,  a  boy  and 
girl  to  Berlin  that  her  mother  might  see  them.  Those  children  died  the  follow¬ 
ing  Spring.  Again  in  1846  she  spent  part  of  the  Summer  and  until  October  12th 
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with  her  mother  bringing  her  step-son  and  two  boys  born  1844  and  1845.  Those 
sons  outlived  their  mother.  As  Mrs.  Harriet  P.  Beckley  died  1847  it  is  probable 
Mrs.  Allcott  did  not  again  visit  in  Berlin  for  any  length  of  time. 

In  1850  her  sister  Caroleen  visited  her  in  Marshall  and  wrote  in  August  of 
Mr.  Allcott’s  plan  to  remove  to  Massachusetts  that  Fall,  but  nothing  remains  to 
show  exact  time  only  that  it  was  done  before  March  1854.  He  is  said  to  have 
had  a  cotton  mill  in  Michigan  and  to  have  been  in  the  wholesale  flour  business 
in  Boston  with  residence  in  Newton. 

For  some  years  before  her  death  ill  health  hampered  activities  but  it  was 
not  recognized  as  “consumption”  until  after  her  removal  to  Massachusetts.  Mr. 
Allcott  remained  in  that  home  until  his  own  death,  both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Allcott 
being  interred  in  Mt.  Auburn  Cemetery  of  Boston.  [Cambridge.] 

Although  too  young  when  the  Civil  War  started  Charles  Alcott  enlisted  when 
he  could  and  died  as  a  result  in  Washington  D.  C.  1862  when  only  eighteen. 

The  following  year  1863,  Frank,  the  youngest  son,  enlisted  before  he  was 
eighteen  but  was  not  enrolled  until  1864.  Surviving  but  badly  incapacited  by 
wounds  he  was  discharged  in  June  1865  always  thereafter  carrying  discomfort 
from  that  experience.  He  married  and  had  a  daughter  and  a  son,  had  two  grand¬ 
daughters  but  again  through  early  death  the  male  line  failed.

LYMAN  BECKLEY,  only  son  of  ORIN  and  HARRIET  P.  BECKLEY,  born 
in  Berlin  Ct.  was  educated  partly  in  that  town  and  partly  in  schools  elsewhere 
but  there  is  small  record  of  his  business  career. 

Not  twenty-one  when  his  father  died  he  probably  stayed  in  the  home  with 
his  mother  for  some  years  but  went  to  Ohio  to  the  home  of  his  uncle  Lyman 
Beckley,  date  unknown.  Good  reports  of  his  industry  and  success  came  from 
Stow  but  his  mother  so  longed  to  see  him  that  he  returned  before  her  death 
in  1847  and  probably  spent  remainder  of  his  life  in  Berlin  and  New  Britain. 

A  long  and  distressing  illness  filled  many  months  before  his  death  at  the  age 
of  forty-five. 

Like  his  sisters  he  was  endowed  with  good  form  and  attractive  features, 
curly  hair,  and  a  strong  social  instinct  with  gracious  ways. 
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His  widow,  already  a  widow  with  two  children  when  she  married  him,  and 
left  with  his  two  small  daughters,  met  the  many  sorrows  of  her  life  bravely. 
The  children  of  her  first  marriage  both  died  under  tragic  circumstances,  un¬ 
married,  in  early  adult  life,  and  her  youngest  child  died  from  consumption 
at  sixteen.  Her  later  years  were  spent  in  the  home  of  her  one  surviving  daughter 
in  New  Jersey  where  she  had  much  happiness  in  the  five  grandchildren  to  whom 
she  gave  most  loving  service. 

Only  a  few  weeks  of  illness  preceded  the  day  she  was  laid  in  Fairview  Ceme¬ 
tery,  New  Britain  by  Lyman  Beckley  and  two  of  her  daughters.

EMILY  BECKLEY,  second  daughter  of  ORIN  BECKLEY,  was  also  attractive 
as  her  sisters  and  brother,  and  apparently  more  ambitious  than  any  other  in 
her  group  but  that  was  forgotten  when  love  called. 

In  April  of  1840  Mr.  Horace  Gardiner  Smith  was  installed  as  pastor  of  the 
Universalist  Church  in  Berlin  and  he  seems  to  have  speedily  won  her  affections 
as  they  married  the  following  November.  She  was  a  devoted  wife  through  all 
the  period  when  clergymen  received  a  most  insufficient  salary  and  after  he 
abandoned  that  profession  and  became  a  farmer,  until  her  sudden  death  from 
heart  disease  at  the  age  of  forty-three. 

No  full  record  survives  for  localities  for  her  life  after  Mr.  Smith  left  Berlin 
which  was  before  April  of  1843  but  at  some  time  he  had  churches  in  Massachu¬ 
setts,  Lowell  and  possibly  Lynn,  and  he  preached  in  New  Haven  but  lived  with 
Mrs.  Beckley  in  Berlin  in  1846  and  1847.  He  was  again  in  Lowell  in  1848  and 
probably  moved  from  there  to  Illinois  where  he  bought  a  farm  in  Waukegan. 
That  was  later  occupied  by  his  elder  son  and  a  grandson.  Mr.  Smith  for  reasons 
of  health  moved  to  Denver  before  1874  where  he  died  in  1892.

HARRIET  PATTISON  BECKLEY,  seventh  child  of  ORIN  BECKLEY,  lived 
always  in  Connecticut,  in  Berlin  where  she  was  born  in  the  brick  house  on  Main 
Street  but  grew  up  in  the  Hart  Street  home  of  her  grandmother  Pattison.  During 
that  time  she  made  some  short  visits  elsewhere  to  relatives  or  friends  and  left 
Berlin  early  October  1844  for  Marshall  Michigan  to  spend  a  year  with  her  sister 
Mrs.  Julia  M.  Allcott. 

In  Berlin  April  15,  1846,  she  married  Augustus  Pattison  Collins  second  cousin 
through  the  Pattison  connection,  his  father  the  Rev.  Augustus  B.  Collins  offici¬ 
ating.  They  left  the  same  day  for  their  new  home  in  Willimantic  where  he  was 
a  man  of  business.  After  four  years  there,  they  moved  to  New  Britain  in  1850 
and  completed  their  lives  in  that  city. 

Of  a  gentle  quiet  nature  her  good  works  were  quietly  accomplished  only 
her  interest  in  the  Second  Congregational  Church  being  evident.  Well  formed 
of  medium  height,  a  blonde  with  blue  eyes  and  curling  hair,  she  was  a  joy  to 
the  eyes  as  well  as  to  the  hearts  of  those  who  knew  her. 

She  had  but  two  homes  in  New  Britain,  the  second,  which  they  bought,  be¬ 
ing  on  the  corner  of  West  Main  and  High  Streets  where  after  their  deaths  the 
Public  Library  building  was  erected. 

“A.  P.”  Collins  continued  as  a  business  man  a  few  years  in  New  Britain  but 
for  very  many  years  was  in  the  New  Britain  National  Bank  as  Cashier  then  as 
President  continuing  until  his  sudden  death  from  heart  disease.  He  was  five 
years  a  widower  remaining  in  the  house  his  beloved  wife  had  made  home  for 
him.  She  had  been  taken  in  1890  after  a  short  illness,  and  was  laid  in  the  lot  they 
had  purchased  in  Fairview  Cemetery  in  New  Britain,  her  sole  surviving  sister 
Caroleen  following  her  there  fourteen  months  later. 

Of  her  two  sons  only  one  survived  infancy  but  he  married,  losing  his  only 
son  but  having  two  daughters  and  grandchildren. 

Loving  children  and  especially  her  namesake  Harriet  Pattison  Beckley  they 
took  that  niece  into  their  home  after  the  death  in  1860  of  her  father  Lyman 
Beckley  and  in  a  few  years  legally  adopted  her.

CAROLEEN  BECKLEY,  youngest  of  the  eight  children  of  ORIN  BECKLEY, 
a  perfect  brunette,  was  blessed  with  beauty,  grace  and  a  loving  disposition.  She 
was  a  devoted  daughter,  sister,  wife  and  mother,  and  her  strong  interest  in  rela¬ 
tives  resulted  in  this  compilation  of  the  Beckley  family  by  her  daughter  Caroleen. 

Bom  in  the  home  of  her  parents  on  the  Main  Street  of  Berlin  Ct.  she  was 
taken  by  them,  in  her  early  childhood,  to  Hart  Street  or  Lower  Lane  into  the 
home  of  her  maternal  grandmother  who  needed  their  care.  .. 

Losing  her  father  when  but  seven,  and  her  mother  in  1847,  she  left  Berlin. 
She  spent  the  years  until  her  marriage  in  1858,  in  the  homes  of  relatives  where 
she  was  always  gladly  welcomed,  one  year  in  Michigan  with  a  sister  and  one 

Beyond  a  trip  with  her  husband  through  the  South  so  far  as  New  Orleans 
and  a  couple  of  winters  in  later  life  spent  in  Thomasville,  Ga.  and  Aiken,  S.  C. 
she  lived  in  the  East,  in  New  York  City,  New  Britain  and  Kensington  Ct.  not 
far  from  her  birthplace,  and  from  1865  to  1887  in  Mt.  Vernon,  Westchester  Co., 
N.  Y.  Thereafter  to  her  death  in  1891,  New  York  City  was  her  residence. 

Her  first  child  married  a  clergyman  with  a  church  and  a  home  in  New 
Brunswick,  N.  J.,  their  only  child  dying  in  infancy;  her  second  child  became  an 
architect  in  New  York  City  and  had  a  daughter,  but  Caroleen  Beckley  Clark  had 
no  great-grandchildren  to  carry  on  her  line. 
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Although  John  W.  Clark,  husband  of  Caroleen  Beckley,  was  born  in  New 
Britain  not  far  from  Berlin,  they  never  met  until  1856  when  both  attended  a 
wedding  in  New  Britain. 

He  had  left  his  birthplace  when  a  boy  after  the  death  of  his  father,  spent  a 
year  in  Buffalo  in  the  home  of  his  guardian  and  early  took  up  business  life 
mainly  in  New  York  City.  The  interruption  from  the  Civil  War  resulted  in  his 
returning  to  Connecticut  for  four  years  where  he  became  interested  in  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  cutlery  and  helped  to  establish  the  corporation  of  Landers,  Frary  & 
Clark  which  developed  an  extensive  business.  His  later  years,  after  retirement, 
were  spent  in  the  home  of  his  daughter  in  New  Jersey.

JOHN  EDMUND,  s.  of  Gordon  Lewis  Beckley,  was  born  in  Granby  Conn. 
April  11,  1826  but  during  his  infancy  his  parents  moved  to  Green,  Chenango  Co. 
N.  Y.  and  later  to  Nunda,  McHenry  Co.  Ill.  He  attended  an  Academy  in  Kenosha, 
Wis.,  and  also  the  select  school  of  Hiram  Clark,  of  Woodstock  Ill.  He  taught 
school  for  six  years  at  Nunda  and  Ridgefield  and  married  Oct.  22,  1854,  Emma 
C.  Mack.  Soon  after  their  marriage  they  settled  on  a  tract  of  160  acres  of  land 
near  Nunda.  In  August  1862  Mr.  Beckley  took  an  active  part  in  the  organization 
of  the  95th  Regt.  Ills.  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  was  elected  1st.  Lieut,  under  Capt. 
E.  J.  Cook.  In  the  battle  of  Vicksburg,  his  captain  was  killed  and  the  command 
was  given  to  him.  Other  memorable  engagements  in  which  he  participated  were 
“Red  River  Expedition,”  “The  Capture  of  Fort  De  Russey,”  and  also  in  the 
ill-fated  “Guntown  Miss.”  affair,  where  he  was  wounded.  Later  he  took  part 
in  the  campaign  in  Arkansas  and  the  pursuit  of  Price  through  Missouri  in  the 
fall  of  1864  and  the  operations  against  Hood  about  Nashville  Tenn.  In  1865  he 
saw  active  duty  on  the  Gulf  coast,  participating  in  the  capture  of  Spanish  Fort 
and  Fort  Blakely,  which  resulted  in  the  surrender  of  Mobile  in  the  last  days 
of  the  War.  During  the  95th  Regt.  service,  it  traveled  9,960  Miles.  “A  written 
testimonial  from  the  Confederate  Officers,  ( escorted  prisoners )  to  the  kind  treat¬ 
ment  received  at  the  hands  of  Captain  Beckley  and  the  troops  under  his  com¬ 
mand,”  is  one  of  the  treasured  mementoes  of  his  War  experience.  For  a  time 
previous  to  the  Civil  War,  he  held  the  office  of  Justice  of  the  Peace  and  admin¬ 
istered  the  oath  to  the  recruits  who  enlisted  in  his  Company. 

They  spent  the  winter  1904/05  in  Santa  Monica  Calif,  returning  to  Ill.  in 
the  Spring  to  dispose  of  their  home  there  and  in  Nov.  1905  moved  to  Hollywood 
Calif,  where  he  built  his  last  home  at  340  Iowa  Ave.  in  which  they  both  died. 

Mr.  Beckley  had  kept  a  Bible  which  belonged  to  Dr.  Daniel  Beckley  the 
title  page  being  inscribed  “Bought  Dec.  7  1808  for  $6.00.” 

In  1890  Mr.  Beckley  got  a  stick  out  of  the  old  house  once  used  as  a  tavern 
at  Beckley  Quarter  Conn,  from  which  he  had  a  cane  made  topped  by  a  gold 
knob. 

Mr.  Beckley  wrote  that  he  spent  the  Spring  of  1838  in  Utica  N.  Y.  in  the 
home  of  his  aunt  Levia  Platt,  working  with  his  cousin  Charles  Platt  in  the  print¬ 
ing  office  of  a  religious  paper  The  Magazine  and  Advocate.  Charles  B.  Platt 
visited  in  Nunda  in  the  home  of  Mr.  Beckley  after  the  marriage  of  the  latter. 

In  1897  the  three  brothers  Edgar,  John  and  Lucius  Beckley  had  their  photo¬ 
graph  taken  together.

“SAMUEL  MARVIN  BECKLEY  was  born  November  22,  1811  in  Warren, 
Litchfield  Co.  Conn,  but  most  of  his  early  life  was  spent  at  Canaan  Conn,  to 
which  place  his  father  removed  to  establish  himself  as  a  merchant.  He  was  of 
the  original  New  England  stock  being  a  descendant  in  the  seventh  generation 
from  Richard  Beckley,  who  emigrated  from  Hampshire  County,  England  in  1635 
and  settled  at  Beckley’s  Bridge  on  the  Little  River  in  the  township  of  Berlin 
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Conn.  His  education  was  commenced  at  the  excellent  District  School  of  Canaan, 
and  completed  at  the  High  School  at  Litchfield.  In  his  seventeenth  year  (1828) 
Mr.  Beckley  came  to  New  York  City  and  immediately  went  into  the  Dry  Goods 
Store  of  Don  Alonzo  Cushman  then  located  in  Pearl  Street  near  Cedar.  Here  his 
genial  elastic  temperament  and  quick  apprehension  of  the  wants  of  customers 
made  him  a  general  favorite  with  his  fellow  clerks  and  employers,  and  resulted 
in  his  being  taken  at  an  early  age  into  partnership  with  that  firm.  After  a  few 
years  he  withdrew  therefrom  and  went  into  business  on  his  own  account  on 
Broadway  near  Liberty  Street.  Later  on  he  gave  that  up  to  establish  the  house 
of  Clapp,  Kent  &  Beckley  in  connection  with  which  he  pursued  a  successful 
business  career  until  his  withdrawal  and  retirement  in  1860.  As  a  jobbing  mer¬ 
chant  he  was  brought  into  intimate  relations  with  all  the  then  prominent  dry 
goods  firms  of  the  city,  by  whom  he  was  universally  held  in  the  highest  esteem. 
As  an  importer  he  was  frequently  called  abroad  where  his  good  taste  and  ex¬ 
cellent  judgement  in  the  selection  of  goods  were  thoroughly  recognized  and 
contributed  largely  to  the  success  of  his  own  house.  ( On  the  last  of  these  foreign 
trips  he  was  accompanied  by  his  family  with  whom  he  spent  several  months 
visiting  the  leading  cities  of  Great  Britain,  Ireland  and  the  Continent.)  Mr. 
Beckley  married  July  29,  1834  Margaret  DeMilt  Van  Antwerp  a  member  of  one 
of  the  old  Knickerbocker  families  of  New  York.  She  was  the  daughter  of  John 
Van  Antwerp,  a  hardware  merchant,  who  served  in  the  War  of  1812,  and  whose 
remains  at  his  death  in  1820  were  laid  beneath  the  Middle  Dutch  Church  in 
Nassau  Street.  They  had  three  sons  and  three  daughters  but  of  this  family  only 
his  wife  and  two  married  daughters  survive  him.  He  had  the  rare  privilege  of 
celebrating  his  Golden  Wedding  last  summer,  an  occasion  to  which  he  always 
looked  back  with  the  greatest  pleasure.  Since  his  retirement  from  business  Mr. 
Beckley’s  time  has  been  largely  taken  up  with  works  of  kindness  and  beneficence. 
For  many  years  he  has  been  deeply  interested  in  the  “Society  for  the  relief  of 
Respectable  Aged  and  Indigent  Females”  of  which  institution  he  was  Treasurer 
at  the  time  of  his  death.  It  was  in  the  too  conscientious  discharge  of  some  of  these 
duties,  which  he  was  never  willing  to  delegate  to  others,  that  he  laid  the  founda¬ 
tion  of  the  disease  that  has  so  quickly  carried  him  away.  Mr.  Beckley  early  con¬ 
nected  himself  with  Dr.  Cox’s  Church  in  Laight  Street,  but  on  his  marriage  he 
united  with  the  Dutch  Reformed  Church  in  La  Fayette  Place,  from  which  he 
subsequently  removed  to  connect  himself  with  the  Fourth  Avenue  Presbyterian 
Church  of  which  Rev.  Dr.  Crosby  is  the  pastor.  In  politics  Mr.  Beckley  was  a 
Republican.  Formerly  he  was  an  old  time  Whig  and  took  a  very  active  part  in 
the  Henry  Clay  campaign,  a  fact  which  was  afterwards  recognized  by  Mrs.  Clay 
who  sent  him  an  ashwood  cane,  cut  from  Henry  Clay’s  estate  at  Ashland.  He 
was  one  of  that  memorable  Grand  Jury  which  sat  for  three  weeks  investigating 
the  “Ring”  frauds  and  which  brought  in  a  true  bill  against  Mr.  M.  Tweed,  that 
led  to  his  trial  and  imprisonment.  Of  one  fact  Mr  Beckley  was  deservedly  proud, 
namely  that  in  the  whole  course  of  his  mercantile  career  he  had  never  met  with 
a  reverse  nor  had  ever  been  under  the  necessity  of  failing  to  meet  in  any  degree 
the  responsibilities  he  had  assumed.”

Removed  to  Coxsackie  N.  Y.  for  one  and  a  half  years  then  to  Stamford,  Dela¬ 
ware  Co.  N.  Y.  in  1844  and  bought  a  harness  store  and  a  tannery,  then  was  a 
real  estate  speculator  to  aid  in  growth  and  beautification  of  the  town  while 
carrying  on  various  lines  of  business  and  established  a  stage  route  between  Cat- 
skill  and  Delhi,  touching  at  Hunter,  and  also  from  Stamford  to  Richmondville 
and  from  Stamford  to  Emmons  Station  via  Davenport,  owning  in  this  connec¬ 
tion  nearly  sixty  horses. 

In  1846  William  R.  Beckley,  married  Rebecca  H.  Maynard,  daughter  of  Sam¬ 
uel  Maynard  and  had  three  children,  Fremont,  who  died  aged  4  years,  Fannie 
born  Aug.  19,  1853  married  William  Riseley  a  successful  bluestone  and  granite 
dealer  of  Kingston,  and  William  M.  Beckley. 

William  R.  Beckley,  after  selling  Stage  route,  retired  awhile  then  went  in 
the  produce  and  commission  business  near  railroad  station  until  his  health  failed 
and  he  retired.  He  served  as  Postmaster  during  President  Cleveland’s  first  ad¬ 
ministration.  He  was  an  Odd  Fellow,  belonging  to  Hobart  Lodge  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  Mrs.  Beckley  was  a  Methodist.

Edward  R.  Beckley,  70,  a  building  contractor  here  for  45  years  and  a  former 
selectman,  died  at  Litchfield  County  Hospital  Wednesday  morning  about  28 
hours  after  falling  from  the  roof  he  was  shingling  on  a  dwelling  at  252  Walnut 
Street  owned  by  Mrs.  E.  W.  King.

NORMAN  LEWIS  BECKLEY  inherited  from  his  father  the  original  Beckley 
homestead  which  had  descended  in  direct  line  from  Sergt.  Richard  Beckley 
through  his  son  Nathaniel  and  lived  there  in  the  third  house  built  on  practically 
the  same  spot.  He  added  to  the  land  he  inherited  holding  as  much  as  200  acres  at 
one  time  but  had  sold  some  of  that  before  his  death  which  resulted  from  an  ac¬ 
cident  shortly  after  the  sudden  death,  from  a  heart  attack,  of  his  wife.  His  son 
and  young  daughter  were  averse  to  remaining  there,  and  sold  the  place  out  of 
the  family.

Aug.  5  1862  mustered  in  Aug.  20  1862, 
transferred  to  23rd  Co.  2nd  Battalion,  V.  R.  C.  Sept.  1  1863;  disch.  July 
20  1865.  Wounded  at  the  battle  of  Antietam  and  later  served  in  Veteran 
Reserve  Corp. 

Oran  Jr.,  of  Barre  Vt.  (b.  1837)  enl.  June  20  1861  2nd  Vt.  Reg.  Co.  D,  a  Sergt. 
in  1864,  wounded  May  10  1864  in  Battle  of  the  Wilderness,  taken  prisoner 
at  Spottsylvania,  had  one  leg  amputated  and  lived  until  June  6  1864,  buried 
on  Stuart  farm. 

Ward,  (b.  1805;  d.  1880)  was  a  Capt.  in  Militia.  (Perhaps  enl.  from  Bergen 
N.  Y.) 

John  Edmund,  (b.  1826;  d.  1911)  enl.  in  the  Ill.  Vol.  Inf.  95th  Reg.  Sept.  4 
1862,  was  with  Gen.  Sturges  at  Guntown  (wounded  there);  was  with  the 
command  at  Mobile  and  Spanish  Fort  and  Blakely;  with  the  army  through 
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Arkansas  &  Mo.  and  after  that  at  Nashville  when  Gen.  Hood  was  defeated. 
(Evidently  a  Capt.  of  the  95th  Ill.  Vol.  Inf.)  The  Reg.  joined  Gen.  Grant’s 
army  at  Jackson  Tenn.  Nov.  1862.  After  capture  of  Vicksburg  July  3  1863 
they  spent  the  winter  of  1863/64  at  Vicksburg  having  been  in  Natches  Miss, 
after  the  Battle  of  Vicksburg.  March  1864  the  Division  joined  Gen.  Bank’s 
army  when  he  went  up  Red  River.  Served  3  years. 

Gordon  Lucius  served  from  Ill.  in  the  Civil  War  over  4  years, -a  Lieut,  but 
commanded  his  company  most  of  the  time.

Merle  Rolland  Beckley  enlisted  for  the  “World  War”  March  21  1918,  discharged 
Feb.  21  1919;  sailed  for  France  May  18  1918,  returned  to  New  York  Jan. 
23  1919;  in  Med.  Dept.  Co.  I,  9th  Inf.  2nd  Div.  A.  E.  F.  He  was  First  Aide 
in  Red  Cross  Unit.  Wounded,  and  in  hospital  in  France  and  in  N.  Y.  City. 

Ruel  Desmond  Beckley  enlisted  abt.  June  1  1918;  disch.  abt.  July  1  1919;  in 
France  practically  all  the  time  as  a  railroad  engineer  on  a  French  railroad.

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Notes  on  the  family  history  of  Zebedee  Beckley 
Compiled  by  Luther  D.  Beckley. 
from  statement  made  by  Mrs.  David  Boles. 

Zebidee  Beckley  served  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  The  first  years  of  their 
married  life,  they  made  their  home  in  Wethersfield  Vermont,  at  the  foot  of 
Ascutney  mountain,  where  they  built  a  log  house,  and  a  shanty  for  their  cow 
and  pig.  He  cleared  land.  The  three  oldest  boys  were  born  there. 

Between  1796  and  1800  they  moved  to  the  northeast  corner  of  Barre,  where 
the  two  youngest  boys  were  born.  About  1803  the  smallpox  broke  out  in  this 
vicinity,  their  house  being  taken  as  a  pest  house.  Zebidee  and  his  wife  both 
having  had  the  disease  in  their  young  days.  Their  four  boys  all  had  the  disease 
at  this  time.  In  1809  their  youngest  son  was  born.  He  lived  and  died  on  the  old 
place  where  his  father  and  mother  also  died. 

Each  of  the  sons  married  and  took  their  wives  home  and  lived  until  the  next 
was  married  when  their  father  would  help  them  to  a  farm  adjoining  his  land 
and  build  them  a  home.  The  older  children  of  each  were  born  on  the  old  home¬ 
stead.  I  well  remember  hearing  my  grand  parents  tell  of  the  bears,  catamounts 
and  other  wild  animals  that  used  to  come  down  off  Ascutney  mountain  and 
trouble  them  very  much,  trying  to  get  their  cow  and  pig.  Grandmother  used 
to  say  she  had  lain  awake  many  a  night  and  heard  them  scratching  the  roof 
of  the  shed  where  they  kept  their  sheep.  It  was  a  log  shanty  built  against  the 
house.  When  I  was  a  child  there  were  four  of  the  five  sons  that  lived  on  farms 
adjoining  on  Beckley  Hill.  My  father  being  the  youngest  lived  at  home  with  his 
parents,  Uncle  Oran  on  the  next  farm  and  Uncle  Horace  next  then  Uncle  Samuel. 
They  used  to  have  a  four  horse  team  and  all  go  to  church  in  one  wagon.  Uncle 
Orin  being  quite  a  horseman  was  always  driver.  They  were  all  old  fashioned 
Methodists.  Grandmother’s  house  was  always  the  home  of  the  circuit  rider  in 
the  early  days  of  Methodism.  Beckleys  were  always  prominent  in  the  Methodist 
Church  in  Barre,  and  used  two  pews  in  the  church  in  Montpelier  where  they 
occasionally  attended. 


A  soldier  of  the  Revolutionary  War,  Zebidee  Beckley  and  his  wife  Elizabeth 
Belden,  formerly  from  Wethersfield  Connecticut,  moved  with  their  four  sons: 
Horace,  Oramel,  Samuel  and  Oran,  who  was  an  infant  at  the  time,  the  mother 
carrying  him  on  horseback  in  her  arms,  from  Wethersfield  Vermont  to  Barre 
in  1803. 

They  settled  on  the  northwest  corner  lot  where  their  fifth  son  Luther  was 
born  in  1809,  Jan.  12th.  On  this  farm  they  spent  their  lives  both  reaching  the 
age  of  eighty  seven.  Each  of  the  sons  in  their  turn  married  and  took  their  wives 
to  the  home  of  their  father,  remaining  there  until  another  son  was  married  when 
with  their  fathers  help  they  would  move  to  a  farm  adjoining.  So  they  settled 
until  the  last  son,  Luther,  was  married.  He  always  lived  on  the  old  farm  and 
died  there  aged  67  years.  All  of  the  five  sons  of  Zebidee  died  within  two  years, 
Horace  85,  Oramel  and  Samuel  over  80  and  Oran  over  74  years  old. 
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Zebidee  Beckley  was  a  Revolutionary  soldier  and  his  sons  Horace  and  Oramel 
were  teamsters  in  the  war  of  1812. 


Solomon  was  a  noted  singer  and  teacher  of  vocal  music,  he  studied  law  with 
Newall  Kinsman  of  Barre. 


George  resided  on  the  farm  where  his  father  died  until  he  moved  to  Barre 
City. 

Oramel  carried  on  the  business  of  a  butcher  in  Montpelier  for  a  few  years 
and  finally  moved  to  Ann  Arbor  Mich,  continuing  in  the  same  business  until  aged 
and  died  there. 

Samuel  Beckley  married  Roxa  Colby.  **********  After  living  on  Beckley 
Hill  several  years  he  moved  to  Calais  then  to  East  Montpelier  and  finally  to 
Sycamore  Ill.  where  he  died.  Norman  was  a  prominent  railroad  manager  for 
several  years,  living  in  Elkhart  Ind. 

Oran  always  lived  on  the  farm  adjoining  his  father’s  and  died  there. 

John  L.  lived  on  a  farm  on  Beckley  Hill  until  he  moved  to  Barre  City. 

Fred  D.  lived  on  the  old  Beckley  farm  until  he  moved  to  6  Park  Street,  Barre 
Vt.  in  1895. 

Extract  from  letter  by  Mrs.  Vienna  L.  Boles  to  Luther  D.  Beckley,  dated 
March  27,  1915. 

When  I  was  a  child  four  of  the  five  sons  of  Zebidee  lived  on  farms  adjoin¬ 
ing.  Luther,  the  youngest,  on  the  old  farm  with  his  father,  Oran  on  the  farm  at 
the  top  of  the  hill  east  of  the  home  place,  (now  owned  by  Lepage)  Horace  on 
the  next  farm  east  where  the  old  house  now  stands.  (Morehouse  now  lives  there) 
Brother  John  Beckley  bought  25  acres  that  joined  his  farm  on  the  north  but  finally 
sold  it  again.  John  Beckley  lived  on  what  was  known  originally  as  the  Dodge 
place.  He  was  the  only  Beckley  that  ever  lived  on  that  farm.
